cour lives, This is a matter of 
self-help and our teaders must

It is a sin (0 seek to 
inybody at any time, But 
in the ciccumstances in which we 
ate placed, even from the point 
of expediency we should denst 
from exploiting at least our own 
people, and rather be helpful to 
them in every respect.

ext to nothing to 
relieve the situation, The well- 
-do members of our community 
instead of being helpful to our 
poorer people are inclined to 
exploit this situation to theie own 
advantage. If we were 10 com- 
pare the housing accommodation 
provided by private individuals ~ 
not by the Government—for the 
Europeans for the rents they pay 
with that provided by our people 
for the rents our people have to 
pay, the difference is startling, 
Our landlords believe only 
coliecting rents fram their tenants. 
‘They do not think itis their duty 
tose whether their tenants are 
comfortably housed. Yet of 




















course there i a marked diffe 
ence in their treatment if the 
tenants happen to be Europeans, 
‘The reason obviously is that the 
Europeans ean assert their rights 
whereas the Indians esonot. The 
Indians are treated ahabbily by 
the authorities as well as by their 
own landlords simply because the 
landlords know that they have 10 
where else to go. 

‘This is the cry of the exploited 
people. There is nothing excep- 
tional about it. It is charace 
teristic of all op;ressed people, 
But itis nevertheless inexcusable 
and particularly so in the cireum- 
stances in which we ate placed, 

‘There is 2 great deal chat we 
can and should do to improve out 
own Jot by self-help, even if we 
have no aid from the Govern 
ment. If we with to win the 
sympathy of the thinking people 
‘of the ruling race in this country 
and of the outside world there 
must be a substantial improve 
ment in our moral and spiritual 
sndard, and that can be 
achieved by self-help alone, not 
by any outside help,

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SOME INTERESTING FAGTS ABOUT 
SARDAR PATEL’S LIFE

SARDAR VALLABHBHAT was 

fan expert bridge player and 
the story relates to the time when 
he was an active member of the 
fasbionable Gujerat Club at 
Ahmedabad. " An old barrister 
‘Mr. Wadia claimed to be a great 
expert and one day he thought of 
defeating the Sardar and his part- 
net Mr. Chimaols) Thatore at 
the game, The challenge was 
thrown and the Sardar replied 
that if it was £5 to a point he 
would agree to phy the game. 
Barrister Wadia and his partner, 
a pleader, were far (00 confident 
that they would win, So they 
agreed to the terms, but on the 
very fitst day, they lost £12 to 
£20 to Sardar and his partner. 
Barrister Wadia was not di 
heartened, ‘The next day also, 
be and his partner lost. £25-30. 
This created a furore ih the Club 
acd some members felt that it 
would be better if the game was 
stopped. Mrs, Wadia also came 
toknow of ker husband's losces 
and on the third day, the stood 
‘outside the Club gates right from 
4 o'clock in the afternoon; and 
so sooner she saw her husband 
catering the Club premises. than 
she intervened saying: “Nothing 
doings No club; come home, 
She had to do this contiouously 
for about eight Yo ten days; and 
finally she requesied the Sardar 
to free her husband from the 
challenge. 











‘A Police Superintendent man- 
aged to involve an Taspector (who 
‘war known to Vallabhbhai) in a 
petty cose and got a Specia 
‘Magistrate appointed to try the 
same. The Public Prosecutor of 
‘Almmedabad was engaged for this 
extraordinary cate and the Super 
tendeot made thorough en- 
Quities before the case was sent 
‘up to the Court. He also wanted 
to find out if the accused had an; 
previous convictions. Vallabbbhai 
came to know of this and advised 
bis friend, the Tospector, to admit 
a previous conviction of nine 
‘months thirty years ago and that 
during the eotire period of nine 
months, be was kept in solitary 
confinement. The fact was 
promptly recorded on the charge- 
sheet and the case came up for 
beating. Sardar then being i 
his brother Vithalbhai appeared 
for’him. The case was well 
fought but the Magistrate sen- 
tenced the accused to six months 
rigorous imprisonment, against 
which the accused appealed to 
the Abmiedabad Sessions Court. 
‘The: Public Poosemnter: openeed 














the proud. that being a Police 
Tespector he would tamper with 
the evidence if released on bail, 
and that he had 2. previous con 
vietion of nine months. The 
defeodant’s barrister was oon 
plussed at hearing about this. pre- 
vious conviction and got very 
angry with the Saedar saying that 
if this fact had been known eaclier 
hhe would have never advised the 
appeal. Undaunted, the Sardar 
rose in the Court and asked for 
the evidence of the sald previous 
conviction of the accused. The 
Public Prosecutor replied that the 
‘accused himself had admitted that 
he had a previous conviction of 
nine months: “The confession is 
under his own sigoature and 
therefore it needs no further 
correboration." Undeterred, the 
Sardar passed on 2 note to the 
judge pointing out that it was 
thinty years back that the accused 
had undergone the sentence, of 
solitary conGnement for nize 
months and that if the court 
would cate to scrutinise the 
chargesheet once again it was 
entered as being thicy years! 
Solitary confinement indeed ! 
What a rematkable sense of 
bbumour! 





One Mr, Maccassay was ap- 
pointed as the Municipal Engineer 
by the Commissioner, Northeen 
Division, against the express 
Wishes of the Abmedabad Muni- 
cipality. The oly claim of Mr. 
Miaceassay for the job was that he 
was a “white man." The new 
Engineer proved himself tho- 
rougly incompetent tor the job 
and when a furore was raised over 
the shortage of water supply ia 
the city, the question of his ap- 
pointmeat came to the forefront, 
A. meeting of the citizens of 
Abmedabad was held under the 
chairmanship of Gandhi and 
copies of resolution passed. were 
seat 10 the Collector, the Com- 
nissioner, and the Chairman of 
the Musicipality. 

On receipt of the copy of the 
resolution ofthe citizens! meeting, 
the Commissioner expressed his 
desice to meet the secretaries of 
the Gujerst Sabha, Shivablai 
Patel and G. V, Mavslankar (at 
present Speaker of the Indian 
Parliament) went to see him. The 
infuriated Commissioner — took 
them to task asking “What. have

Disitict Municipal Act, Shiva- 





bhai Patel replied coolly: “You

Municipality.” The Commis! 
sioner quickly understood the 
ig in the reply as it was a 
direct hit to the Commissioner's 
prompting of the nominated 
members of the Municipality on 
the question of the appointment 
of the Municipal Engineer. He 
said: “The Act speaks of the 
"Municipality."

Even before the Sardar could 
complete the sentence, the ful- 
inating Mr. Pratt, the Commis- 
sioner shouted: “the best way, 
Mr. Patel, is for your committee 
to co-operate with the Municipal 
Engineer, and not to 














‘The Sardar was not prepared 
for this impertinence on the part 
of the Commissioner; so he did 
no allow hhim to finish the sen- 
tence and roared: “The best way 
is to dispense with the services 
of this incompetent fellow (point- 
ing ow Mc, Maceassay, who was 
standing by) whom you have 
fastened on this Municipality. 
What is it that the Municipal 
Engineer wanted and my Com- 
mittee has not done? Ask him 
if there is any such thing. Yet, 
when th: Secretaries of the 
Gujerat Sabha waited on you in 
deputation, you bad the imper- 
tioence to advise them to burn 
our houses. = Why burn our 
houses? Why not burn the 
bungalow of that fellow where all 
the mischief is centred?"

When the Sardar wos practising 
asa pleader in Boisad, be was 
keen on becoming a barrister. 
‘The day he was able to. save the 
necessary money, he applied far 
admission to the Middle Temple. 
‘The admission card which was 
received bore only his initials: 
V. Jy Postel instead of his full 
name, His elder brother Vithal- 
bhai jocularly remarked that it 
vas really his admission catd and 
sot Vallabhbhai's.

Recently it 
thas been re-discovered by the 
West, where it is coming into 
fever greater use in the treatment 
fof many diseases, including pul- 
monary tuberculosis, In the 
latter trouble, garlic reduces the 
hectic fever, diminishes the 
coughand expectoration, restores 
sleep and aids the patieat to put 
on weight, Ichas a disinfectant 
fon the T.B. germs and also checks 
the bleeding from the lungs that 
ig so dangerous an accompani- 
ment of this terrible disease. 

Yo Europe, veterinarians have 
discovered in’ garlic a wonderdul 
remedy for the treatment of a 
reat many diseases of domestic 
animals. But this too is only 2 
rediscovery by certain people 
who studied in the East and thea 
applied the results of their studies 
to the West. 

‘One peculiar use of garlic 
merits 3 certain amount of 
thought. This is the old method 
of catching wleds by boiling gar- 
lic seeds which ace thea strewn 
‘about where they will be eaten 
bby the birds, The birds become 
drunk on esting the seeds aod 
are unable to fly away. The 
significance of this peculiae use of 
garlic is that it indicates the 
Presence of some toxic principle 
waieh may, in certaia circum- 
stances, entail harmful effects. 

Accarding to Culpepper, the 
sgreat old English herbalist, garlic 
ig a remedy for neatly’ every 
disease and injury. Tt brings oa 
uuriaatisn aad excites measteua- 
tion. It kills worms in children, 
ccuts tough phlegm, and is a pre- 
ventive of anda remedy for aay 
plague, sore or foul ulcer. I is 
good for malaria, boils, abscesses, 
‘and st antidote for the effects of 
many plant poisons. It is ako 
good in dropsy, jaundice, epilepsy, 
cramps, pilez, convulsions and 
colds, Itis oae of the greatest 
blood-cleansers known, 

‘Applied locally inthe form of 
ppoultices for boils, dog bites, 
tings of poisonous insects, 
soake-bite, blood-poisoning and 
30 00, gatlicis exceedingly useful, 
although oaloas work equally 
well ?

‘The several eastern nations have 
become extremely self-conscious 
and selfereliant. 

As Pandit Nehru said recently, 
in the course of a debate in the

Regarding our Foreign 
Policy, we have many friends 
and we collaborate and co- 
operate with them, but Tam not 
Prepared to surrender my judg- 
‘ment of my countey's judgment 
‘or my country’s decision to any 
single country or group of 
countries." 

India is no longer i Tom 
Tidler’s Ground for the Occi 
ential exploiter. Neither is the 
Chinese Republic. The old white 
‘herrenvelk" fiction bas bea 
exploded, The fever of National- 
ism is fiting the blood of other 
Asiatic mations, The day of the 
Wenem gate-crasher has passed, 
China, like India, forraerly pro 
vided a very vast field for adven- 








ture, and one the U.S.A. can ill- 
afford to have no longer available 
as it formerly was. 


Chiang Kai Shek favoured the 
old way; the old relationships;

The report of Sbri B. N. Rau 
of his interviews with the Repre- 
sentative of the Chinese Peoples 
Republic would seem to throw at 
least some light upon the attitude 
of the Peking Government.

“They asset that it would be im- 
practicable, at this stage to expect 
the South African Government to 
repatriate Indians, World opinion 
is still fixed too sternly 02 South

Usion's Indians, they state, “On 
2 non-goveromental. basis, how 
ever, we are making inveniga- 

















tions to discover what country 
India excluded, will take our 
Indians," says a statement by the 
Movement’s chief secretary.

needs; wants. Even art is a0 
longer followed for act sake; or 
yet science for truth's sake, Que 
standards of values lave “depre- 
ciated, Our world has become 
commercialised; sordid. Talents 
are appraised according 3 they 
have or have nota money value. 
Success is synonymous with the 
acquisition of worldly wealth and 
ruletsbip, not of self, but of 
others. Life has become, whea 
ot a desperate struggle to live, 
a feverish pursuit of worldly 
riches and werldly power, 

‘The leading nations’ "big 
shots" and pseudo-statesmen, 
make a brave show of exploring 
the avenues to peace. They sek 
to create the impression tha? they 
regard peace as really desieables 
as a goal worth labouring long 
and bard to attain, ‘The eeuth, 
however, seems to be that if 
they desice it at all, they want it 
aly provided they don’t have to 
pay the price that alone will 
secure it, They ace like a petson 
anxious to enjoy the rewards of 
viewe and cespectability—the 
bonour and esteem of his fellows — 
while refusing to abandon his 
dishonourable coarses and foreyo 
the fruits hey bring, 

Virtue is its own Reward, And, 
to better-tessoned minds, aa 4 
sufficient reward, too. It is not 
remunerated ia cash; only repaid 
in kind; because it is somer 
that uted tenascends 
values. 

‘The reward of strivi 
righteoutaess and practising it, is 
to become righteous, That’ is 
real progress; real growth, That 
is enrichiment of which one can 
never, even at death, be de- 
prived—entichment of ‘character, 
‘That is what is meact by “Build 
ing for Eternity," the only builds 
ing that is permanent. 

‘Unicrsunately, however, such 
reflections as these find scant 
favour ia our “practical” modern 
civilisation. A spiritual “bist 
right” may be something very 
acceptable, but it doesa'r sound 
Tike anything very tangible and, 
anyway, is certainly very cemote, 
The “mess of portage," on the 
‘thee band, appeals t6 practical 


























business mind as something both 
real and within easy reach, Is it 
theo, surprising that whea it 
comes to choosiog, the choice is, 
made that is made? 


Moreover, just as what con: 
stitutes true progress is mise 
conceived, so similaely, « would 
appear, is the real measing of 
Peace not understood. 


Peace dees not mean just being 
left alone—uahindered and witt- 
‘out interference—1o eatty on in 
the same old way, Le. according 
to jungle ethics: “Bach for him- 

the Devil take the 
he stronger living on 
the weaker; the smarter on the 
more simple; what Americans are 
food of calliog Rugged Iadwi- 
dualism, Mere absence of hot" 








‘The encouragement of man's 
animal predatory instincts; of bis 
lust for Comiaation, for lordship 
over others; hia passion for self- 
sggrandisement. can never lead 
(0 peace, but must inevitably per- 
petuate discord and strife, 





As previously indicated, Peace 
isa state an iunee condition, It 
is also a relationship of harmony 


and rythmical co-operation be- 
tween, firstly the individual Man 
and his own constituent parts ond, 
secondly, between Man and bis 
fellow-maa. The fiest pre-requi- 
site is that Man be at peace with 
himself. The second that he 
have Good.Will towards others. 
There is a correspondence be- 
ween the relationship of each 
dividual man to every other 
individual man, and that of each 
cell in a creature's body t0 every 
other such cell. The condition. 
precedent to the Peace on Eacth 
is unquestionably Goodwill among 
Mea. 

Strife and discord must be 
replaced by harmony and bro 
therly co-operation. “Wars be 
tween the Members” must ia 
cevitably result in general ill-th 
instead of health, 













What is needed, pectiops mast 
urgently of all, is 2 complete re- 
otieatation; a correct re-appraise 
men of values. This, in turn, 
‘will become possible only as we 
appreciate the uth of the 
Fatherhood of God and the

The 
Institute takes the conteary view 
and considers that the arvange- 
ment constitutes a crippling 
diminution of the existiog and 
potential rights of the Coloured 
people, The Coloured people

‘The Institute of Race Relat’oos 
believes that this attempt to 
reduce the democratic rights of 
the Coloured people isa retrograde 
step, cotally at variance with 
procedure being adopted by the 
rest of the Western warld. It 
considers that the proposed mea- 























sures will constitute a grave 
injustice to a section of the 
community. which has exercised 
the vote for clase on one hundred 
years and has not abused it 
Te believes that these measures, if 
implemented, will do iecepare 
hace to the prestige of the Union 
cof South Africa.

HAT a different world this 

sight be if our thoughts and 
actions were solely inspited and 
motivated by a desire to find 
Truth. Gandhii’s contention that 
Truth is God and God is Truth 
thas beeo all to, little understood; 
its implications all t00 little 
appreciated. 

‘Teuth's worshippers: Truth’s 
devotees derive from convictio 
from conversion frem ertor; fram 
enlightenment in place of ignor- 
ance, The sincere and earnest 
Truth-seeker must be coxhpletely 
impersonal; free from preconcep- 
tions, prejudices or Usk, His 
sole interest must be the search 
for, and discovery of Truth for its 
own sake. 

The seeker, whether the path 
he follows be that of religion, or 
philosophy or science knows that 
the Truth he has made his cannot 
bbe enforced upon another. Con 
version and enlightenment are 
spiritual and intellectual processes; 
matters of growth, of develop- 








that are latent or slumbering 
within him, No one can grow 
riously, i.e, through or for 
another, 

‘The Pandits of the Science of 
the Soul tell us that, “As is the 
Shrine, so is the Votary,”” and 
add, “For, the Soul is fashioned 
to its tikes" i.e. the individ 
rows, becomes," like what it 
‘worships; what it ‘makes its god. 

Te follows, then, thar conviction 
cannot be made avother’s by com- 
pulion. Nothing is truer than

For non-Europeans ¢ 
so presume is an unforgivable 
offence according to the Herrea- 
volk doctrine.

The case of the Eurafricans is 
especially pathetic. A harzaless,

The Guiding Angel 
Gandhi has however passed 
away. Itis now about three years 
har Gandhiji is no longer in. our 
midst. But itis the leaders of our

allalong. Their admieation and 
deep reverence for Gandhiji is 
wellknown. Gandhiji, though 
never in power as such, ‘has been 
the hidden hand ‘and the 
‘gu ing angel inthe counsels of 
the mation during the last 27 
‘years of his most active life since 
the declaratien of the non- 
Violent non-eo-operation in Nag- 
pur in December 1921. Hie 
ideals, his thought, his actions 
have left 2 deep imprint om the 
Indian mind and on Tadian. Wy 

tory, not only in the field of 
politics but in religion, in social 
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Philosophy, in economics, in 
education ‘and in many other 
activities of human life, He had 
resigned from even the primary 
membership of the Congress in 
1934 and still the Working Com- 
mittee of the Congress, the chief 
executive of that geeat mass 
corganisaiion, felz that he was its 
soul and always invited him to 
guide its meetings. Even after 
the coming of independence, he 
was never in any place of power, 
but without his advice and guid- 
ance those in power never took 
any single step in any important 
matter. With all his ssiatliness 
Ihe was more of an intrepid pat- 
iot fighting for freedom than 
merely 3 good soul seeking salva 
tion. By his intense life of deva 
tion to the cause of undiluced 
‘truth and non-violeac: he has 
Proved to be the prophet and the 
pilgcim of peace for 2 distracted 
‘world which is today more than 
ever hungry for it. 

















Communal Friction 

Tris true that when freedont 
came to India it was unforts- 
nately cursed with communal 
friction of the worst possible 
type. Gandhiji devoted his whole 
soul fo the pretfieation of the 
rage which caused indiscriminate 
desiructlon of life and property. 
Te was not therefore possible for 
hhim to attend t0 the framing of 
the new Constitution which was 
fon the anvil at the time. But 
fone can easily see how this Con- 
stitution of ours embodies many 
of his principal eas and ideals, 
‘The Constiturion is the frame- 
werk which lays dawa the 
direction and the manner ia 
which thenation should proceed 
to develop. Gandhiji never stood 
for any particulse ‘ism,’ no, not 
even for Gondhism! He was 
always for the substance and not 
for the shadow. He knew that 
oft-times words stood for shadow 
and ant for substance. That is 
why he described his vision of 
Jadia as a ‘Rain Raj’ and not a3 
any particular system. He meant 
thereby a good government based 
fon equity and justice, He des- 
sribed the society of the future he 
visualised as classtess ane a castle- 
less one. His sympathies always 
went with the under-dog, His 
coneeption of Sarvadaya meant a 
society which would secure wel- 
fare (0 all and which would be 
‘without exploitation. ‘Sarvodaya" 
erally means the advancement 
of all irrespective of caste, creed, 
class, race religion or sex. There 

a scope in his contention for 
any violent elimination of any 
element in society. Coercion and 
violence had no place in his social 
Philosophy. He believed in morat 
and non-violent pressure more 
than soything else. Interaational 
in outlook, he believed strongly in 
the principle of what he eaied 
Seal evaeeh 
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things belonging {0 one's own 
place, He used to give priority 
fo problems nearer home and £0 
thier solution by non-violent 
‘means. 





A Dream Come True 


At is obvious that rhe Indian 
Con: has emerged

his great ideas and ideals He 
hnad never liked India to be pari 
tioned, but he bowed to the 1n- 
evitable on account of the i 
transigence of his Muslim breth- 
ten Liberty with portition oF 
slavery was the choice.

Rents Act, passed in tast year's 
eersion of Parliament. aro evil 
olently slarming to warrant the 
follest investigation. So far ag 
Inqairies locally go ench atato of 
faire doee not appear to exist in 
Darban, st least not to the extent 
reported from Jobsanesbarg. It 
ls porible for any unsornpalous 
individual to drive the proverbial 
earlsge nnd pair through some 
‘Acta of Parliament, bat an ex: 
amination of the Rents Act cer- 
tatoly gives the Impression that 
‘mort of the gaps in the law that 
‘might encourage abuse bare been 
pretty eatistactorily olosed. That, 
at any rate, wae the prime 
{otention of the Act It ls, of 
‘course, trae that the average man 
thas 0 imperfect knowledge of 
‘many of bis legal righta and it 
may well be that the provisions 
cof the Rents Act are not as fally 
known as they ought to be. Tho 
sharp-witted landlord, who does 
not concern himself overmach 
‘with the Tegal rights, of tenents 
or with the morality of bis own 
conduct, is not slow to tke

A BRIEF LIFE SKETCH OF 
THAKKAR BAPA 


ERE AMRITLAL V, THAI.

for temoviog illiteracy amoog 
backward classes, He 
tHled for some time in Panch 
Mabal among the aboriginal 
tribs, Roown as Bhils aod

Wwe reported about the new 
restrictions imposed on poor 
hawkers in Durban who eak 
out a livelihood by the 
sweat of their brow with 
vety sthall profits. These 
hawkers are a blessing to 
many a housewife who gets 
her requirements supplied 
at her door in all clime. 
Such honest and labouring 
men and women are to be 
deprived of their meagre 
means of livelihoud. This 
week we hear of the diffi 
s imposed on Indian 
hawkers in Johannesburg in 
netting their existing licen- 
ces renewed, New rules of 
health and hygiene, we are 
told, are imposed on them 
as a pretext to refuse licen- 
ces, Tiese rules are not 
applied with a view to im- 
proving the living cond 
tions of the people concern- 
ed, ~They seem to be im- 
posed with the explicit pur- 
pose of making it as diff- 
cult as possible for them 
to live—a sure method of 
squeezing them out. For 
that is the policy of the pre= 
sent Government. Hawkers 
have been the hardest wark- 
ing people. They have to 
be up in the very early 
hours of the morning, at 
43 o'clock, go to the market, 
buy all the stuff and then 
go far away in the districts 
to deliver fruits and vege- 
tables to their regular cus- 
tomers and to sell the rest. 
They leave their homes 
early whiJe the members of 
their families are yet asleep 
and return home as late in 
the afternoon as 3 o'clock 
and on Saturdays at about 
6 o'clock. The only meal 
they are able to have in

their olvn homes ih the 
company of theit families is 
the evening meal, ‘This 
drudgery they have todo in 
all clime—in the biting 
cold of mid winter and even 
in torrential rains. The 
housewife living in comfort 
expects her daily require- 
ments at her door every 
morning and is happy to get 
them. These hawkers are 
guilty of no crime. They 
are earning their livelihood 
by honest and hard labour. 
There are no instances of 
any diseases having beea 
spread by them We do 
not for one moment deny 
that rules of health and 
hygiene must be implicitly 
observed, but if the authori- 
ties were only to keep 
their eyes open they would 
find at just where those 
rules require to be observed 
they are not observed, by 
the negligence of the autho- 
rities themselves. and

cent people are unneces- 
sarily harrassed, as isthecase 
with the hawkers in Johan- 
nesburg. Slums should be 
removed without causing 
undue harm to the dwellers, 
But it is the other way 
about when it comes to 
dealing with the unwanted 
Indians. It is not the slums 
that are objectionable; it is 
the slum dwellers that are 
objectionable. The Slums 
may remain and will remain; 
the dwellers must go. No 
wonder that such 2 policy 
would lead to discontent 
and the victims would fallan 
easy prey to the Commun- 
ists.

D.D.T. bas been found 10 pro- 
duce symptoms very similar 10 
poliomyelitis in poultry, and it is 
a question whether some cases 
during poliomyelitis epidemics 
may not have originated in this 
way, Of course, the very clever 
medical research specialists Laugh 
at such suggestions. But why do 
‘they not investigate too, ia the 
truly scientific manner, to look 
for truth wherever it may be 
found? Unfortunately, they have 
made up cheie minds beforeband 
that the solution caa oaly consist 
inisolating some germs or virus 
and preparing vaccines. And that 
is called research and science.

T love chotolste—and thus 
learaed that choaote can be a 
poison. From my owo personal 
experience, I learoed years ago 
that it, and its relation, cocoa;

When a high protein 
isdeliyed in the bowels, it be- 
‘comes poisonous and is bound to 
‘cause trouble and upset the body.

HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 


THE chasical symptoms of high 

blood pressure are lack of 
conceatration, giddiness, especial- 
ly when stooping, and often heart 
complications. ‘This com 
usually associated with hardecing 
of the arteries, when there may 
be trouble with the kidneys, the 
brain and the general circulation, 
‘As a matter of fact, however. 
medical authorities admit that 
they do not know much about 
the origin and causes of high 
blood pressure, 

High blood pressure is itself 
really a symptom, rother than a 
Aiseate, and occurs in people who 
ate getting on in years after 3 
strenuous life at bigh tension, It 
is sigaifcant that most sufferers 
have also “got on ja the! world 
and have for some time been able 
to live at comparatively luxurious, 
cor at least, rather artificial stand 
ards. This in itcelf is a danger, 
because they can afford to poy 
expeative forms of treatment re- 
quiring the latest methoda and 
using the newest products of the 
reat drugemsnufzcturiog houses. 
But it can be disputed whether 
complicated and costly treatment 
is necessarily the best. Because 
something is new does wot gu 
antes that it is good. | Everything 
vwas new once, ard if the things 
that once were ew are ao longer 
considered any good, than what is 
new today will also come 12 be 
regatded a5 wseless or haemful. 
“The whole approach of orthodox 
medicine seems to be weong. For 
yy part, 1 have vastly more faith 
in the simpler things founded o0 
‘oa natural aw and tested by time, 
They may not be so impressive 
to those who demand, and ate 
ready to pay for, the spectacular. 
But they are more fikely t0 get 
dowa to essentials, And it is also 
ffeant that high blood ores- 
sure is virally unknowa amoog 
those who have ateays lived "the 
slenple life.” 

The great]. Ellis Barker, who 
receaily died at an advanced age, 
fonce wrote that irapressive app3- 
satus for measuring blood pressure 
49 much beloved of the allopathic 
doctors (and evea.by many aitu- 
ropaths, be it whispered) is not 
all that is claimed for it, Ie 
aa excellent purpose in giving 
both physician and patient some 
figures to play with—"blood pees 
sure is 200, you know!” But coe 
aust mot rely completely on 
Figures, As the Yasks say, 
“Piguies never tie, but iars 
often figure," Let two" different 


























people take the same patient's 
blood pressure at about the same 
time and see how far they agree. 
Then agsis, when a patient bas 
his or her blood pressure taken, 
anxiety and the abnormal circum 
stances may and, indeed, often do 
cause a rise or a drop in the 
blood-pressure. ‘This again may 
have a decided bearing on the 











To my mind, the true Nature 
Cure Therapist and Homoeopath 
should not pay much attention to 
these purely mechanics! forms of 
Siagnosis, cor asa matter of fact 
to diagaosis in the ocdioary 
sense ef finding a oarue for the 
complaint.

Bill, is to be introduced in 
Parliament to-day (Thurs- 
day), ‘The Opposition is to 
raise an objection at the 
very outset by challenging 
the competency of Parlia- 
ment to consider the Bill 
without ajoint sitting of both 
Houses as prescribed in 
the entrenched clauses of 
the South Africa Act. 
Besides this the Coloured 
commynity, as a whole, is 
strongly opposed to the 
diminution of its long-estab- 
lished rights and in that 
it has the backing not 
only of all the non-Euro« 
pean organisations but of a 
vast majority of the Euro- 
peans and, what is more, of 
the European intelligentsia 
too, Itis the first occasion 
in the history of South 
Africa that the cause of 
people, other than the 
Europeans, has received 
such an overwhelming sup- 
port by the European pub- 
lic, In faet the Europeans 
have made the cause of the 
Coloured people their own 
because they rightly feel 
that the honour and pre- 
stige of the Europeans of 
South Africa tire at stake, 
The Coloured people's cause 
“is also being exploited by 
the disruptive forces which 
are out to bring about chaos 
in the country and they t00 
in order (0 Serve their own 
ends have offered the Col- 
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oured people dheir whole 

support. This 
ans trouble fur the Gov- 
ernment—a trouble of its 
ing. Its proud boast 
that it has the power to deal 
with it will be of no avail— 
a fact it should hardly need 
to be upprised of all

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COLOURED VOTERS’ BILL 
PROTEST BY LEADING EUROPEAN CITIZENS 


IN the eve of the frst reading of the Representation of Nos: 

Europeans Bill (the Coloured Voters’ Bill) 2 manifesto was 
issued by a group of leading Natal citizens. Among the 
signatories were two past members of the Judiciary, besides leaders 
of opinion in the retygious, industrial, commercial and pro 
fesnona! spheres. One of the authors of the manifesto in a 
Press intecview ssid that it was 2 measure of the seriouscen 
with which the proposed legistaton was viewed in respoonble 
quitters that men of such high standiog and with varied 
snterests had come forward (© make a common protest. He 
felt that the, gravity of the situation that had been created, 
was not sufficieay reabsed in Nal. The issue oow raised- 
while it affected the Coloured people, bad the gravest icspilea- 
tions for the Constituuon, be szid, and it was for this reason 
st men and women aot usually active in political life bad felt 
it their duty to speak up. The following is the text of the 
manifesto, 

"We, the uodersigned citizens of Natal having taken note 
of the Bilt for the Represcatation of Noa-Europesns, 33 
publisbed in the Goverament Gacette Extraordmary of February 
13, 1951, protest strongly against provisions acd call upon 
all our fellow citizens, regardiess of political Party, to join us 
‘our protest. 

“The effect of the Bill 2s now published is not confined 
to the Cape Province. It will diminish the rights of Coloured 
voters both ia the Cape acd Natal; and ia the ease of Nanl 
will entirely deprive the Coloured voters of their franchise 
‘rights in Provincial Council elections. 

"Hulding the view that the moral sutbonty of Parhameat, the 
uoity of the oation and the prospect of peaceful develop. 
meat depend upon the strict observance of the solemn agree- 
ment eotered into a Union and embodied in the South Africa 
‘Act, we believe that am attempt to override one of the 
Entrenched Clauses by a bare mayority must subvert the very 
foundations of our public life. 

“This Bul ia a violation of the mast binding pledges given to 
the country on various occasions by leaders of ail political 
Par including members of the present Cabinet. A delib- 
trate beeath of pledges 0 solemaly made must debase out 
public life and destroy the confidence upon which all ont- 
‘eed goverament depends, 

“If the rights of any group of citizens no matter bow weak 
‘ ifluence of small in sumbers, are diminished in this 
arbitary maaner, no atizen of any group can in future feel 
bimself secure in the enyoyment of bus own rights, 

“The moral and constitutional issues raised by this Bill in- 
yolve questions of hoour and good faith acd cannot be left 
only to those normally active io Party politics, They are the 
concern of every individual Gtises, and we believe that it 
in a matter of conscience and public dury for every exizes, 
imen of women, t0 oppose the enactment of this Bil by al 
caasttutions meaes.”

PROGRAMME FOR DEMOCRACY 


By AYLMER ROSE 


F we desire a peaceful world we 

can no longer hold large popu: 
Jayonsin a state of colonial de- 
pendence. That is one of the 
political axioma of the present 
age, and it underlines the. waen- 
ing conveyed by the rapid spread 
of Communist ia the Bast. We 
cannot afford to leave festering 
iievances on our side of the 
boundary. 

To the exploited masses in 
backward countries Communism 
presents a very Uiferent face from 
that with which we are familie, 
For them the message of Com- 
rmunism 1s one of iberation— 
hiberation from the exactions of 
the laodlord and the money- 
lender and deliverance from 
colonial status into the dignity of 
{ull aauonbood. 

For such peoples Communism 
brings with i all the overflowing 
energy, the enthusiasm, the readi- 
ness for sacrifice, of a millennial 
creed, It ispires them with a 
hope, a vison and a purpose that 
are tly religious, 

History proves that we cannot 
hope to put dowa a religion, least 
of all one that has been espeused 
by milhons 10 maoy lands, by 
force of atms. Its contagion 
sweeps scrass frontiers, defies all 
the measures of the police and 
ends by undermining the morale 
of those. who would suppress 

‘Therein hes the chief danger 10 
be appreheaded from Commun- 
ism, The armed watch aod 
ward of preparedness 15 powerless 
agaist the spread of an idee. 

Prepatedness, indeed, by strata 
iog the economic structure of 
tociety and lowering the standaed 
of living, provides a soul favour- 
able (0 the growth of subversive 
doctrines. 

But if such tendencies are to be 
auccessfully resisted it must be 
by the substiuuon of an deal 
‘that 15 not only beter than Com- 
muniem, but as manifestly so. 
Such an sdeal would lave t© out- 
bid Communism in open com 
petition for the sullrage of the 
world,

techascal ability. It must justify 
itself by the benefits jt 1s ma 
position to confer, i it 18 (0 main- 
tain iia position im the van of 
human progress, Ik can only 
decree its own destruction, and 
condema elf for ever im the 
eyes of hnstory, af it decider in 





favour of war as a means of de- 
feading its values, 

Haas the West, then, a remedy 
for the world's ills that is better 
than Communism; that cin fulfil 
both its matens! and spiritual 
aspirations; that cin fill the 
vacuum that will be left when we 
cease 10 prepare for war ? 

Our answer to such 3 question 
must vot be dictated by com- 
placency. It is aot so that it wall 
be answered by the peoples of 
‘Asia and Africa, They have not 
forgo ten our record, if we have. 
‘Theee 19 the shameful story of 
Negro slavery; the opfim wars in 
China; the atom-bombing of 
Japso} centuries of imperial 
exploustion and the colour bar 
that aull exists in v0 maoy lands. 

No wonder that with such a 
record the East regards our pro- 
fessions with distrust, a distrust 
deepened since, under American 
leadership, the policy of the West 
seems to have hardened every- 
‘where into'esistance to legiteate 
nationalist deena 








But ia spite of ll this, which 
we sball gloss over at our peri, 
the West still bas mony precious 
and indispensable clements to 
contribute to world reconstruc 
tion, 

The daoger is that, with the 
wrong leadersbip, the opportunity 
of making ths contnibution may 
be lost for ever. Our rejection of 
the totalitarian elements in Com 
mauoism may come ta be confused 
with downright political reaction, 
We may end by driving the people 
Wwe refuse 10 emancypate mm the 
very direction in which we do not 
‘want them to go. If so, we shall 
be doing alia our power to make 
wat in the Bast and in Aftica 
swevitable, 

‘There are sull three great Gon- 
tributions that the West can make 
to the stock of human sdeats: the 
supreme value of the individssl 
personahiy, the democracy and 
that active pursuit of human 
welfare which goes by the oames 
of philanthropy humanitarizaisn, 
Christian charity, and which leads 
to the reform of abuses through 
love rather than bate, 

Those are the things we con 
cffee to the world which Com- 
rounism canoot offer. Buc if they 
are (0 be acceptable they must 
be pursued with a energy com- 
potable to that of the Communists, 
and combined with the economic 
and technological advances. that 
make the streostls of Coromunism, 
We must offer what the Comms 
munis can give, and these and

not exist. India maintained 
that truth was on her side 
and she was prepared . to 
stand by it at all costs, She 
was'entitled to do so. In 
the case of South Africa, if 
South Africa believes she 
has a case and that truth 
is on her side, it is her 
duty to stand by it in 
defiance of the whole world, 
She must, of course, have 
convincing evidence to prove 
at least io the party con- 
cerned, that she is right. It 
is because she cannot do so 
that she is unyielding and 
taking up a bullying atti- 
tude. India's case against 
South Africa is crystal clear. 
Any country in the world 
where people are not treat- 
ed as human beings and are 
deprived of their elementary 
human rights, where slavery 
of the worst form exists and 
the State does nothing to 
remedy such a state of 
affairs, but encourages it, 
becomes the duty of the 
civilised world to bring such 
a country to book, What 
that country chiims to be 
a matter of her domestic 
concern ceases to be so in 
the “interests of humanity. 

India did not run to the 
United Nations of her own 
will, She was compelled to 
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do so by South Africa's 
transigence. If South Aftica 
‘were prepared even now to” 
play the game India we 
should imagine, would still be 
willing to meet her on hon- 
ourable terms: But is there 
any doubt about the: fact 
that South Africa is wilfully 
and deliberately trying to 
place India in such a posi. 
tion as to make it impos: 
sible to meet her with any 
sense of honour? We re- 
gret very much to have_to 
say the fault lies with South 
Africa and not ‘with India, 
We wholeheartedly "agree 
with the following words of 
our contemporary: “The 
best way would be to press 
for the resumption of the 
talks with India. and Paki- 
stan but to refrain from, 
throwing spanners into the 
works like the GroupAreas 
Act and declarations that 
the only solution is to send 
all the Indians back to 
India. Without prejudice 
to its stand that this is 
essentially a domestic mat- 7 
ter, the Union must never:

Africans and Europeans, or among Europeans themselves, 
states the Anglican Bishop of Southern Rhodesia, Dr. Edward 
Paget, in bis monthly letter in ‘The Link,’ the official organ of 
the Diocese: 

Bishop Paget vas replying to recent accusations “That 1 
claim complete equality for all.” What is demanded by the 
Criatian ta of vightcousness is equality of opportunity for all 
which is a very different thing, he say. 

“Culture, not colo, is the legi 
says the Bishop, “and there are some Africans more cultured than 
some Europeans, That is where the rub comes to some people. 

‘The world's fear is that if cach person is allowed the full 
‘opportunity to develop his God-given gifts and to use them to the 
full, some other people will be robbed of their man-made mono- 
plies, and their right to get rich at the expense of others. 

Too often in the past, says Bishop Paget, have Afticans been 
denied the opportunity of developing their gifts, They have been 
denied opportunities of education, bealth, nu'riton, social and 
spiritual development. . 

“Yet there are those who brand all Africans as slovenly, 
loafers ill-mannered, inefficient, drunken, vicious, going slow oa 
the job and all sorts of other epithets, 

“We must all bave met Europeans to, whom such epithets 
could apply. And they have had in most cases the opportunities 
which bave been denied to the African, 

Such wild and fallacious generalisations get us nowhere, 
except in the highways of illwill and biueraess,”—Sunday Times.’

“§ATYAGRAHA is gentle, it never wounds, It must aot be the resu't of anger or 
malice. It is never fussy, never impatient, never vociferous. It is the direct 
opposite to compulsion. 

A Satyagrahi may not even ascend to heaven on the wings of Satan. [le must 
believe in truth and non-violence as his creed and therefore have faith in the inherent 
goodness of human nature which he expects to evoke by his truth and love expressed 
through his sufferings. 

A Satyagrahi mever misses, can never miss, a chance of compcomis: on honourable 
terms, it being always assumed that in the event of failure he is evercady to offer battle. 
He needs no previous preparation; his cards are always on the table. 

A Satyagrahi bids goodbye to fear. He is, therefore, never afraid of trusting the 
opponent. Even if the opponent plays him false twenty times, the Satyageshi is ready 
to trust him the twenty-first time, for.an implicit trust in humin nat is the very 
essence of his creed. 

It is never the intention of a Satyagrahi to embarrass the wrong-docr, The 
appeal is never to his fear, it is, must bs, always to his heat, The Satyagrahi's object 
is to convert, not to coerce, the wrong-doer. He should avoid artificiility in all his 
doings. He acts naturally and from inward conviction,” 
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[7 i generally recognised that 

skin eruptions such as. boils, 
blisters, pimples and the like are 
outward signs of inward disorder; 
that the breskings-out are the 
body's efort to expel the poisons 
present in the system and thereby 
restore bealth. The symptoms 
can, of course, be repressed, and 
not infrequently are, but the oaly 
consequence of such ill-advised 
testament is to make matters 
worse while fooling oneself that 
they have been made better.

Provigce, Natal and Trans- 
vail for the acquisition of im- 
movable property between parties 
of different’ racial groups had, 
‘vith the exception of movtgaze 
bonds, been put under permit 
control 25 from today, says 3 
Statement by the Minister of the 
Interior, Dr. T. E. Donges.

The Maritzburg City Couneit 
has authorised a racial census as 
the first step in defining the future 
facial zones ia the city and pre- 
liminary arrangements ase being. 
made for this census, which is 
‘expected to take about 12 months. 
Proposals for the racial zoning of 
‘Maritzburg will thea be for- 
mulated. 

Malvern: A committee of In- 
quiry has been appointed to sur- 
vey the whole area define areas 
and groups. When the recom- 
mendations have bees accepted 
by the Town Board, application 
will be nade to the Land Tenure 
Board. Of the population of 
roughly 30,500, about 6,500 are 
Europeans, 3,000 Indians, and 
the rest other classes of non- 
Europeans.

Westville were proclaimed under 
the Asiatic Land Teoure Act. At 
the Board meeting Friday last 
was decided to apply for a certain 
area ia Westville to be declared 3

Areas Act. The population is 
roughly 2,500 Europeans, 2,000 
‘Natives and 1,500 Asistics, 

Pinetown: No definite plans are 
ready, but the Town Council is 
workiog on them. It will be 
‘some time before they are ready 
for submission to the Land 
Tenure Board. There are about 
3,000 Europeans, just over 1,000 
Todians, 56 Coloureds, and 1,811 
Natives, 

Ladysmith: A civic suevey has 
bbeen completed and submitted 10 
the provincial authorities. Lady- 
smith is thus well advanced to 
put any plan into operation. OF 
the population of just over 20,000, 
about 7,500 are Europeans, 4,000 
adians and about 8,000 Natives, 
bur 2 considerable number of 
properties ia Ladysmith are 
Tadian-owoed.

JOHANNESBURG

Jehannesburg £5,000,000 had

Minister of Native Affairs, Mr. 
Verwoerd, announced in the 
Assembly when the debate on 
the Budget was resumed. 

For a long time, be said, a 
survey had been in progress of 
the western areas of Jobannesburg, 
including Sopbiatowa, Martindale, 
Newelare and Veededorp, where 
there were mixed residential areas. 
These were areas which created 
great problems for the European 
community of Jobannesbur 

To co-operation with the Muni- 
cipality of Johannesburg, the 
Government had arranged for a 
complete survey of these areas 
and the results bad now been 
given to him by the Johannesburg 
‘Municipality. 

‘While this work was in progress 
the Government itself had been 
busy with the problem aad had 
come to tbe conclusion that it 
‘was necessary ia the case of these 
particular areas to take early and 
determined action. 

The removal of the “black 
spots,"" if it was done in one 
process, would cost in the neligh- 
bourhood of £18,000,000, but it 
could be undertaken in two 
phases; the ist of which would 
generally improve the present 
position and allow for the assis- 
tance of private capital, In place 
of the immediate buying up of 
these areas, there should be the 
purchase of a wide buffer area 
around the tertitory concerned 
‘and this atea could be turned into 
an industrial buffer State. 

‘The money would be distributed 
as Joans to the Municipality of 
Johannesburg for two purposes: 
the purchase of land ia the buffer 
area and the establishment of an 
alternative housing ares for the 
Natives. 

If the scheme was” successful, 
it would be the basis on which 
ther places could be similarly 
dealt with, 

Some of the necessary develop: 
ments in the Native areas would 
take many years. But members 
must not stut their eyes to the 
fact that just as it wax desirable 
to remove black zones from Euro- 
pean areas, it was desirable to 
Femove white zones fram Native

HEART TROUBLES 





[AMONG abe chief seri 

plaints threatening the health 
and life of modem man, heart 
disease is one of the commonest. 
Why should this be so? We 
have better clothes, more refine 
meat, better meass of getting 
around, more machinery, more 
chemists, more doctors, muore 
asience than ever before, Yet we 
alse have more heart disease than 
fever before. Is there any con 
sion? 

In the first place, let us pause 
to consider the circumstances 
under which people die from 
heart trouble. First, and to my 
sind of great significance, is the 
very common fact that such 
Geatbs take place shorily after a 
meal, especially the evening 
meal, which is often the biggest 
of the day. Secondly, there are 
many fatal cases as 2 result of

weakened and to some extent 
paralyzed. Tt stands to reaton, 
then, thot aay excessive steain 
may prove (co much for an organ 
that is out of condition, half. 
paralyzed and weak. 























As for nervous effects on the 
heart, we kaow only too well that 
modern civilisation means 2 stare 
of endless worry, tension, fear, 
shocks and excitement, The pace 
of life is altogether too fast. 
Everything is speed, speed, speed. 
We have forgotten how to relax. 
We do sot know how to take 
thiogs easy. So we must pay the 
peealty of our buery-seurry ways 
of living. 

Another factor comes into the 
picture too. Commercial interests 
have intfoduced all manner of 
harmful substances into our daily 
lives. In Britain, for instance, the 
big milliog interests have then 
all the life out of wheat in order 
to produce “pure” white flour. 
‘They make more money by doing 
so. Then, so 28 10 whiten the 
flour still more, in accordance 
with a perverted public taste, a 
chemical called “agene'' is added, 
But this substance, “gene,” has 
a most detcimental effect on the 
nerves. Every now and then 
something appears in the news 
papers to show how people's 
nerves and hearts are affected hy 
Magen." As a matter of fact, the 
manufacturers of dog-buscuits had 
to discontinue using “agenized"* 
flour because it causes dogs to 
become hysterical and suffer from 
fother nervous diseases. From time 
0 time che matier has een aired 














in the House of Lords for severa 
years, Yet "agenized” flour i. 
still used extensively for human 
beings. Nothing must be allowed 
to interfere with money-making ! 








Other widely commercialized 
substances that have a very bad 
effect on the heart are tobacco and 
aspirin. Few people realize just 
how bad tobacco is and what it 
does to the heart. Bradyeardis, 
tachycardia, and acute dilation 
of the heart caused by shock of 
violent physical exertion are the 
‘commonest resulis of robacconism, 
As for aspirin, a large American 
<drug-manufacturing house eeceatly 
citcularized doctors on the harm- 
ful efic this drug has on 
the heart, Yee commercial in- 
Kerests have to advertise that it 
does not affect the heat! 
Iucideatally, aspirin is closely 
related t0 the salicylate family of 
drugs, and some of these are used 
for preserving foeds. This is 
just one more reason why it is 
beter to eat fresh food, Over a 
long time, its possible that even 
the smafles amouate or such 
preservatives could have adett 
‘mental iofluence on the heart, to 
make no mention of contributing 
to rheumatic and other complaints, 
So we see heart disease common 
among two main classes of people, 
‘The one is the wealthier element 
who can afford t> buy and eat 
pleoty of rich, refined aod pre- 
served foods. They are the ones 
‘who usually die just after a heavy 
meal. The other is the poorer 
css who work hard on a diet 
consistiog minly of starch. Both 
worry excessively; the rich because 
they have many business interests, 
and the poor because it is such a 
struggle to make ends meet. In 
view of all the above explanativns, 
is it any wonder that heart disease 
is <0 prevalent and 29 often fatal? 
In the treatment of heart 
disease, Nature Cuce methods are 
radically different fram those of 
the orthodox school, Where the 
allopath finds a heatt beating too 
fast, he gives a deug—usually 
igitatis, Conversely, where the 
hieart is slow, a stimulant is give 
—preferably by way of an injec 
tion, But to the Homoeopath this 
is all wrong, Ia heaet is beating 
fast, it eannot be safe or sensible

Mabatma 
favourite hymn “Lead 
ight” was sung by 
Mr, Manila] Gandbi. After the 
prayers Mr. Gandhi kaelt before 
the portrait of his father and

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BAR ATTACKS 


ANTI-RED BILL 


THE Suppression of Commun 
ism Amendment Bill was 
strongly criticised in a statement 
issued by the Johannesburg 
Bar. 

"Ie is not the suppression of 
Communism with which the 
Johannesburg Bar quarrels,” says 
the statement. “Its querel is 
with the methods which have 
been Jaid down to the achieve- 
ment of that end. 

“Insincerely used, they could 
become the jostruments of the 
most dreadful tyranny; sincerely 
used they could, and probably 
would, give rise to injustice 10 
individuals,” 

‘The statement says that oo 
April 12 a general meetiog of the 
Johanesburg Bar wnznimous'y 
passed the following resolution: 

That this Bar views with grave 
alarm the further inroads 
liberty of the subject and the rule 
of law and the virtual exclusion 
of the jurisdiction of the courts 
involved in the Suppression of 
Communism Amendment Bill and 
urges amendments directed to- 
wards the maintenance of these 
basic principles of our Constitu- 
tion. 

‘The -tatement says that no 
sreater injustice exists than to 
make aman suffer at the hands 
of the State for acts which were 
lawful when he did them. 

“Jea memorandum published 
jn the Press on June 8, 1950, the 
Johannesburg Bar condemned the 
Suppression of Communism Bill 
then befote Parliament, because 
it excluded access to the courts 
and undermined the rule of law, 
-whicih is the very foundation of 
our freedom. 

“That Bill became the Sup- 
presson of Communism Act of 
1050, which provides that any 
who after that Act came ito 
force, professes or is deemed by 
the Governor-General to be 3 
“Communist” withia the defined 
meaning of that term, is a Com- 
munis for the purposes of that 
lw. 














“To such a person is denied 2 
proper trial before the courta of 
the land, a right which the low 
liest criminal enjoys, nor has he 
aay other right of access to the 
courts js the matter. 





eacliing Consequen- 
which such 2 per- 
ton suffers uider the Act are well 


known, and in many cespects he 
virally exists at the mercy of 
the Government of the day. 

“le so far as disabilities are 
imposed on a Cozamunist, the Bill 
now goes much further than the 
‘Act, since it is retrospective in its 
operation. 

“IE the Bill becomes law any 
person who has at any time in the 
past professed to be a Communist, 
even when it was lawful ro do 50, 
becomes 2 Communist for the 
purposes of the main Act, and 
the consequent

ature of this provision is self- 
evident, but becomes the more 
apparent when it is borne in mind 
thst it does not avail the person 
concerned to prove his abandon- 
ment of all Communistic prin- 














a most rerious objection

Brother or Sister, 

On the eve of my departure 
from South Aftica, I wish to say 
a few words. 

The Jodians in this country, 
hhave showered upon me, deep 
Jove, I bave great hopes and 
aspirations for a community that 
is capable of such love. I have 
heard it being said that our com- 
munity’ is ungrateful. These 
words are thoughtlessly spoken. 
Uy, what is said of may community, 
is true, thea Twould be ashamed 
to call myself an Indian and I 
would aot be able to aay, with 
conviction that India is the re 
fuge of the world, 

‘Although I have experienced 
the deep love, of the Indians, I 
am aware that there are some 
Indians who call themselves my 
enemies, But I do not regard. 

them as such. Tr aften happens, 
that thote who oppose us, become 
‘our greatest friends. I do not 
koow’ yet, if this can happen to 
me or not, but I wish to point out 
that their opposition does not 
leave me blameless. If my fove 
for them is complete then Tam 
sure, they would not siy the 
fs they say today. But such 
complete love is seldom found 
ameng men. T shall have to bear 
theie opposition until my heart 
can show that complete love. But 
T do not regard them ax my 
enemies.

South Africa of all

KR. Malan’s speech 
D in the Union House. 
of Assembly, last 


week, on the Government's 
foreign policy, wasaclear in- 
dication ofhis hatred for not 
only the Indians but for 
the Asiaties generally. It 
showed how he resented be: 
ing a member of a Common- 
wealth, which had asits mem= 
bers Asiatic countries, and 
how utterly impossible it 
would be for him and his 
Government to be its mem- 
* ber. should a country belong 
ing to Africans ever be 
accepted as a member, It is 
steange indeed that Dr 
Malan, of all people, should 
{ail to realise how very dan- 
gerous this extreme famatic- 
ism is going to be for the 
future of White South Afri- 
ca, Woe be to the elec- 
torate which keeps people 
of such minds in power. 








With this mentality, no 
wonder the way Dr. Malan 
has given his own interpre- 
tation to the Declaration of 
Human Rights. 

“Thetirst point was, he said, 
Mahe right of everyone tolive 
‘and to be protected by the 
law of the country.” This, 
he mnaintained, was honour- 
ed by South Africa. 





To that, we would say, 
‘ask the non-Europeans how 
they ate able to live and 
how they are protected by 
the law of the country, and 
you will get a true“answer. 


Another point, he said, 
was that there should be no 
forced labour. Dr. Malan 
maintained that that could 
be accepted only with reser- 
vations And the reserva- 
tions were, that “there was 
forced Inbour for persons 
who were convicted in 
courts of Taw; there was 
alse compulsory military 





service in the intorests of 
the safety of the country.” 
Was He Serious? 

‘One wonders if Dr. Malan 
was at all serious when he 
was saying this, Surely 
everywhere in the world 
there was forced labour for 
persons who were convicted 
and there was compulsory 
military service too, But 
what there was not was the 
forced labour on the farms 
and mining industries such 
as exists in South Africa 
in & manner that would 
shock humanity, and the 
system that kept thous- 
ands of innocent souls con- 
victed for crimes that were 
‘no crimes at all, in prison 
asa permanent supply of 
artificially created forced 
labour. Remove the Pass 
laws applicable to the 
Africans and see if more 
than half the prisons are 
not empty. : 

Other points Dr. Malan 
said were, persons 
should not be indiscrit 
ately arrested or detai 
that 90 one should be 
arrested except in accord- 
ance with the law and that 
persons arrested should be 
brought to trial.” 

He was glad to say, 
said Dr. Malan, “that the 
period when this did née 
apply in the Union was now 
past.” Would it not per- 
haps be more correct to say 
that “it was just beginning?" 
There have, in recent times, 
been many instances. of 
discriminate arcests and de- 
tentions and De, Malan's 
Government has now ac- 
quired power'to indulge in 
such arrests and detentions 
on a wholesale scale, 























Indian Question 


And naw we come to the 
question of the dispute with 





India on the treatment of 
Indians in South’ Africa, 
“In spite of India’s boycott, 
a hostile act, said Dr. Malan, 
“South Africa had been 
prepared to attend a round 
table conference with India 
and Pakistan and had been 
prepared to facilitate it by 
not putting the question of 
intervention in South Afri- 
ca’s domestic affairs in the 
forefrom,” 





‘The true position, as has 
been stated repeatedly, was 
that India was never at 
any time-aggressive. She 
was always on the defen- 
sive. South Africa first 
attacked India by passing 
the Asiatic Land Tenure 
Act, which was a deliberate 
insult to the Indians in 
South Africa and indirectly 
to the whole I 
jin particular and Asiatics 
in general, There was a 
trade agreement . between 
India and South Aftica and 
it was within the right of 
any country to continue of 
discontinue such an agree- 
ment, 





Afflicted In 


Afficted India did not 
feel disposed to éontinue the 
agreement. It was India who 
pleaded almost on bended 
knees for a round’ table 
conference; before the Act 
in question was passed, but 
thé Union Government 
spurned, all her requests 
and chose to flout the 
sentiments of the whole 
Indian nation. It was only 
then that the dispute was 
taken to U.N.O., the only 
course left-for India tor 
adopt, The Union Gov- 
ernment dared to totally 
ignore the decision even 
of that august body. India 
still kept on pleading and 
the Union Government, in 
order to save its face, con- 
descended to hold a preli- 
minary conference to fix an 
agenda for 2 round table 
conference, having at the 
same time, another piece of 
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legislation, more venonious 
than the Asiatic Land 
Tentire Act, of which neither 
the Indians in South Afri 
nor the delegates of 
India or Pakistan, who 
had come to the prelimi. 
ary conference, had any 
knowledge whaseever. 
Ere the delegations of 
both the countries had 
reached their respective 
homes the Group Areas 
Act was flung at us. It 
stands to reason that whien 
talks are to take place 
between the Governments 
concerned, to bring about a 
solution of a question in 
dispute, hostilities of any 
nature would at least be 
suspended for that parti 
cular time. But the Union 
Government continued with 
its attack unabated and un 
ashamed, This was an 
affront no people with any 
degree of self-respect could 
possibly tolerate. 








The Union Government 
has now spurned the offet 
of U.N.O, to help in bring- 
Ing an amicable solution 
of this vexed question, 


These are, in.a nutshell, 
the true facts, Dr. Malan 
has, however, in stating the 
case of South Africa, as 
affecting the Indians in 
particular and the nom- 
Evropeans-in general, une 
fortuately, resorted to halts 
truths and untruths,

As to the outcome of a struggle waged by non-violence, we must understand one point 

thoroughly, The aim of the non-violent resister is not to injure, or crush and humiliate 
his opponent, or to ‘break his will," as ina violent fight. Theaim is to convert the opponent, 
to change his understanding and his sense of values so that he will join wholeheartedly with the 
resister in séeking a settlement trully amicable and truly satisfying to both sides. The non- 
violent resister seeks a solution under which both parties can have complete self respect and 
mutual respect; a settlement that will implement the new desires and full energies of both parties. 
The non-violent resister seeks to help the violent attacker re-establish his moral balance on a 
level higher and more secure than that from which he first Jaunched his violent attack. ‘The 
method withdraws a mistaken support not in order to harm the opponent but to hulp both parties 
into a more secure, creative, happy and truthful relationship.”

All our presear miseries but 
result from our distegard in the 
past of the rules of right conduct, 
and of our falling tothe tempta-

HILE the Union is still 

dreaming of a United 
States of Africa the proposal of 
3 Central African Federation, 
which is at present being widely 
Giscussed, will come to it some- 
what asa shock, It would not 
‘be wrong (o attribute this move 
tothe reactionary policy of the 
present Goverament, which is 
causing gre-t concern not only t0 
the non-Europeans as 2 whole 
but also to the English’ people. 
Though, of course, there are 
some among the latter, too, who 
are as reactionary as the extreme 
Nationalists. Unity is strength, 
no doubt, and, on that score, m0 
fone can view the proposal with 
disfavour. But it all depends 
lupo the motive bebind that 
unity, If there is-any,ill-motive 
behind it such unity will not last 
Yong. If it is pure no one can 
break it, Insofar as the non 
Europeans are concerned th 
have yet no power of influence in 
any of the British Colonies. 
‘Though they are in a compara- 
tively very small minority the 
balance of power is held by the 
White settlers, And the policy, 
generally speaking, has been to 
keep the non-white people sup- 
pressed for the purpose of ex- 
ploitation. The days are passed 
when the latter will tolerate being 
suppressed any longer. They’are 
fast awakening to their conscious- 
ness and are becoming assertive 
of their just rights as self-respect 
ing buman-beings. It should be 
self-evident that no human 
power on earth can stop the 
course of ature. The sooner 
thatis realised the better it will 
bbe for humasity, 




















South Africa, we are sorry to 
have to say, is adopting 2 suicidal 
policy. That policy will cause 
much misery t0 a vast moltiwude 
of humanity but the end will be

Indeed, so far from being cures, 
they are often advanced in ex- 
tenuation of existing conditions 
and tosupport the view that they 
ate unavoidable,

OF PEACE 


Inaugural talk in the series “Price of Peace’ broadcast by 
the United Nations Radio on March 31. 


By BENEGAL N. RAU 


T hos become 2 commonplace 
in these days to say that war 
not inevitable and 60 ofteo has 
this beea said that there is some 
danger of our falling into the 
foppasite error of imagining that 
peace is a matter of course. In’ 
actuat fact, peace is something 
that we have 10 work for co 

stantly; it does not main 
itself; thas to be maintained by 
the efforis of all of us, And, a3 
T have often said, just as in a 
time of war, no sacrifice is count- 
‘ed too great for vietory, so in a 
time of peace, we should be pre- 
pared to make every effort for its 
preservation oa honourable terms. 
This may be called ideatisry; but 
the realists have ad their ova 
way for a long time and do not 
zeem too happy with the result. 


Mahatma Gandhi 

Most of the people whom I 
have had the privilege of meetiog 
during recent months have asso 
ciated Tedia with Peace, This 15 
natural and indeed inevitable, 
because India produced the great 
Apostle of Peace of modern 
Vimes—Mahatma Gandhi 
although he died more than two 
years ago, heisone of those for 
whom there is no such thing as 
death. Os the first of Occaber 
last, somes of us ia New Yorke 
were celebrating his birthday and 
fon that occasion I related cer 
incidents of his life which might 
be of interest to a wider audience 
and which Isb.ll therefore take 
the Lbeety of repeating here. 
Towards the end of August, 
1947, 1 was en my way 10 
Burma to help in the framing of 
hee new Constitution and 1 
stopped for a couple of days in 
Caleutta en route, The Ma- 
‘bats qos also there at the tim 
itswas a period of general Hindu 
‘Muslim tension, bur Cateutts 
was comparauvely quiet, So I, 
atked the Head of Police whether 
the peace tliat reigned in the city 
‘was ia soy manner due to the 
presence of Gandhi. He replied, 
‘Oh no—that is due to 2 unui 
tude of causes—chiefly the effi- 
cicacy of the police. One man 
‘cannot bring peace to a whole 
ay." congratulated the pel 
and continued my journey to 
Rangoon. About the first week 
fof September, 1 was in Calcutta 
fon my return journey and again 
there was complele peace in the 
ety. But there bad been eave 
events duriog the mer! In 
fact, on August 31, there had 
bueo a serious disturbsuce, the 
very hioute ia which the Mabatma, 
was living being attacked and he 












































himself narrowly escaping 
Next day he started  fast—a fast 
unto death ualess the warring 
communities came to theie senses 
acd promised to behave them- 
selves. The fast lasted 73. hours; 
but during this period leaders of 








Coristian—and all organisations, 
merchants, shopkeepets, wor 
ers—came to his bedside aod 
signed a pledge that here would 
be no more communal trouble. 





And from that day, for months 
on end, there was’ no trouble 
either in Cateutta or aay 
where else in Bengal, although 
there was grave trouble in other 
pacts of India. It was shortly 
after this dramatic change in 
Calcutta that I happened to 
be in the city on my return 
journey from Rangoon; and I 
happened to see the Head of 
Police again. So I atked him 
‘what he thought of the -situation 
this time, He replied, “This 
time L must confess that peace 
has been brought by the efforts 
‘of one man sod one man alone, 
There we sre a proof of one of 
the articles of the Mahatma's 
philosophy; if the cause 15 just, 
fone man with faith and deter 
mivation can win through,

In this connection, I should 
like tw make 2 brief suggestion 
with particular reference to the 
present interoational political 
scene. Wheiher it is Korea, 
Chins, Todo China or any other 
countey in the Far East there is 
‘often 2 tendency to assume too 
readily that a particular regime 
there represents democracy and 
those that may be opposed to it 
are Communists. This isan 
ver-simplification which might 
ead to serious errors of policy. 
An important service which in- 
dividuals or organisations could 
render would be to arrange for a 
competent person or group of 
petsons—preferably of Asiz—to 
study the real facts in these 
countries and make an objective 
report on what they have seen. 
Ie should not be impossible to 
find reliable unbiased persons 
capable of such 2 task and the 
result would be a real—perhaps 
vital—contribution (0 world peace. 








Aggressive Impulse Can 
Be Canalised 


The price of peace is individual 
flor. "Esch ope of us haa Rest 
to realise not only the futility of 
wat, but its haemfulness to the 
race. The last World War ended 
neatly six years ago; but itseemsto 
have created more problems than 
itsolved and peace is stil far off. 
‘And 3510 the effects of modern 
war generally, let me quote the 
sober verdict of 3. distioguished 
biologist, Dr. Julian Hurley, 
one-time Director-General of 
UNESCO. "Long-continued 
war in which the ivil population 
iz starved and whole countries 
sare Iaid waste-thot is harmful 10 
the species. The more tal war 
teecomes, both intensively, a3 
divertiog more the energies of the 
population From construction to 
destruction, and* exteasively, as 
jnvolviag more and. more cous. 
twies ofthe globe, the more of a 
threat does it become 10 the 
progress of human species, Te 
might even turn back the cock of 
civilisation sad force the world 
foto. another Dark Age." This 
was written before the discovery 
fof the atomic bomb and has be 
come even more trie since, His 
aggerssive impulses cane canal 
ised rato other outlets; his poli 
tical machinery eau be des'goed 
tomake war lees hkely. These 
ings can he done but, 0 do 
ium will requiee 3. great’ deat of 
ised thinking and hard. work. 
This then is the price of peace 
and each of us ean and must help 
to pay it 

T hve referred 0 man's 
aggertive mmpulses being canal: 
ised eyo ether outlets. The 
International Development Ade 
visory Board appointed by Pri 
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dent Truman in November last 
fas just submitted a most 
thoughe-provoking report. Over 
a billion people live in the under- 
developed areas of the world; 
their standard of living may be 
gauged from the fact that their 
annual income per head is about 
one-cighteenth of that of the 
people of the United States; with 
few exceptions, they subsist on 

jets 20 per cent. below the 
minimum necessary for health 
and efficiency. To many regions 
maloutrition is chronic, with 
imermittent periods of actual 
starvation on 2 wholesale scale 
and the average life-span is less 
thao one-half that ia the United 
States. As the report says, bunger 
and ill-health cast a common 
shadow for most of the billion 
people in these areas, The under- 
developed areas of the world 
thus present us with an almost 
unlimited field of 3 
which man’s fighting ins 
bbe usefully diverted. To achieve 
lasting peace, security, and well- 
being in the world, we must join 
forces in an “economic” offen- 
sive to root out hunger, poverty, 
ignorance and disease. Ia one 
hnalf of the world, these are the 
real enemies to peace; if we 
must have totl war, let us have 
total war, not against our fellow 
men, but against these our com-

“ON July 4, 1881, a Negro who had been born in shiwvery opened « teachers’ training school at 
Tuskegee, Alabama, He had lived in miserable surroundings for 25 years, and was self-taught. 
In his schoolta cabin—he intended to train teachers for the children of his own race, They were to be 
scholars if possible, but above all they must be willing workers As it happened, his students had to learn 
all kinds of trades and skills in order to build, and then to run, their school, which later became one of the 
finest in the State. Their leader told them: “There is just as much to be learned thit is edifying, 
broadening and refining in a cabbage as there is ina page of Latin.” The venture succeeded, and fame 
came to Booker T. Washington, The President of the United States asked his advice and an eager 
public attended his lectures and avidly read his autobiography : ‘Up from Si: But his life remained 
difficult and uncertain, There were plenty of people ready to reproach him for nor staying “‘a good 
Negro. Booker T. Washington always avoided useless controversies; he considered there were beter 
ways of fighting racism. Shortly before he returned to his school to end his days, he declired: “No man, 
black or white, from North or South, shall drag me so low as to make me hate him."

as warned the Africans 
against going in for a political 
strike for the redress of grievances 
The reasons be has given are that 
the authorities have no respect 
for the black man's Me, and that 
they would nor kesitate to freely 
make use of the baton and the 
sten gun and the vicims would 
Tose theie lives. 

We believe a poluical strike 
je permissible if certain con- 
ditions ate fulfilled. = Une 
fortunately, however, they are 
soot fulfilled today. We whole- 
heartedly agree with Prov 
fessor Matthews that until and 
uuoless these conditions are ful- 
Billed a polices! strike should not 
be encouraged, but the reasons 
he has stated do not appeal to us, 

A poliical strike took place in 
1913 when thowands of Indian 
labourers went on strike for the 
removal of am vojust and in- 
human tax of £3 imposed on the 
adults and 16 year old boys and 
18 year-old girls by the thea 
South African Government. But 
the organ'ger of that strike was 
Mahatma Gandhi—a leader of 
outstanding ability and character: 
He had not enly won the co 
dence and lovsly of the peop!

If we believe in violence we 
oust have superior force than 
that commaeded by our oppon- 
tents. Since we have not that force 
wwe would be ill-advised 10 ven~ 
ture to Bight with armas. If we 
beleve in non violence then that 
eequites greater discipline thaa 
is cequired by an armed force and 
in addition 3 non-violent army 
must be equipped) with such 
‘oral aad spiritual armament 























that would render the worst 
military weapon impotent. Such 
qualities are not expected a hun- 
dred per cent in the people 
who are led but they ate 
in the leaders who claim to 





lead. A leader who professes 10 
lead bis people without these

in him is really doing 2 
al wrong to his people and 
considerable harm to their cause. 

Those therefore who think ia 
terms of a political strike for the 
redress of the grievances of the 
people should ponder over what 
we have in all sincerity sai 
above, 

You surcly cannot fight 2 for- 
midable ensmy wales you are 
equipped adequately with arms 
aod ammuoition. Let us com- 
pletely discard from our minds 
the souldalliog military aema- 
ment. That has been tried out 
and bas failed beyond redemp 
tiom, It has brought no peace to 
the world. Itis not oaly killing 
peace for all time but is killing 
the very soul of the world, The 
time has come when it must be 
eschewed by all sane people, We 
must set the miads of our oppan- 
cents completely at ease that we 
are going (0 face them with ao 
‘material weapons of any kind, not 
even sticks, and that they are at 
liberty to do their worst with 
tho:e weapons. We shall ot 
budge from the stand we have 
taken come what may. 

Ja order to develop that 
strength much consteuctive work 
will have to be done. Our moral 
standard must be ealted by dis- 
carding all the evils that are not 
only us but also ue 
‘women and children both morally 
and materially, in fact they are 
destroying our whole social life. 
Those evils are drink, gambliog 
acd immoral relations betweea 
men and women. These are on 
the increase on a most dreadful 
scale and must be eradicated 
before we can even dream of aay 
progress. The next thiog we 
must try to do is to be self-con- 
tained. We must reduce our 
requirements to the barest maiai- 
mum, The so called modern 
civilisation bas taught us to 
increase them to the extent of 
ruination, We must be in a 
position (0 nnn-cooperate with 
‘hose who would not ‘have our 





























9 operation on honourable terms. 
Tt we do not commit crimes aod 
would settle our own disputes we 
would not ueed the aid of the 
police and the law courts, In 
fact the whole Government 
machinery in so far as we are 
concemed would come t0 20 end.

We must conquer 
evil by love; we must hate the 
evil but not the evil-doer, Our 
whole fight must be based on 
these fundamental principles. No 
act of ours includiag even a strike 
should have any bitterness or 
hatred behind it. The “thotive 
should not be to cause injury or 
coersiod to our opponents, aod 
yet when we once launch out we 
must be prepared for the very 


worst and not shed tears after- 


wards. For our fight is and 
should be for a cause which is 
wreater thao life itself. We are 
nnot-pomer seekers, All that we 
want is to be treated a2 selfe 
respecting human beings 
fecliogs and sentiments exactly 
like the White culers of thi 
country. We do aot think the 
African of any non-European 
Gesires anything more than that.

‘A Dreadful Session Ended 
HE fourth sitting of the 
Union's tenth Parliament 
ended on Friday, Jue 22. From 
the point of view of the noa- 
Europeans it will go dowa in 
history as one of the most dread- 
ful sessions South Africa has 
ever witnessed. The Separate 
Represeotatica of Voters Bill 
affects the Coloured people 
irectly in that it diminishes 
rights which they have been en- 
joying for a ceotury. The Bantu 
Authorities Bill, which abolishes 
the Native Representative Couneil 
and tries to re-establiab the tribal 
‘authority of the chiefs, seems to 
be designed on the pattern of the 
Suues in India under British 
tule, where the Princes acted as 
hnandmaids of the British Govern- 
ment. They had full authority to 
fleece the subjects provided only 
that they did not do anything 
that would in any way undermine 
the authority of the British.

S. A. Racial Policy 
Indefensible 
HE Union High Commissioner 

Britain, Ds. A. L. Geyer, 
Acying to defend stoutly the racial 
policy of the Sout African 
Government overseas, 300,000 
Indians, he maintains, is a com 
paratively recent introduction and 
‘therefore have no place in South 
Africa. Dr. Geyer, surely, could 
not be ro unterly” ignorant of 
South African bistory. Indiana 
are bere now neatly three quarters 
of century. They did not come 
‘of their accord, They were in- 
Vited to.come; they were made to 
slave for the development of this 
Jand and promised cosy con-itions 
after their terms of indentuce had 




















expired. It has been declared 
‘over and over agai by responsible 
South African statesmen that In- 
ns are a law-abinding and use- 
ful community. Why are they 
now, all of a sudden, so despised ? 
‘And they are despised not by the 
general public, either White or 
Black, "They are despised by the 
relfish Whites aod a propaganda is 
being carried on among, the Af 
cana 10 bring the Indias into 
disrepute, So much is safd about 
the doubtful methods of the 
Communists of working among 
the masses but the present South 
African Government is outdoing 
the Communists in that art. 

‘Dr. Geyer ‘compares: the Ne 
rors of America with the Native 
of South Africa and says 
the former have advanced while 
the latter are still ia their primitive 
stage, The reason is quite ob- 
vious, The American Negroes 
have had opportunities given 
them which che South African 
Natives bave not. They have been 
kept in those conditions so that 
they would always remain ser- 
vants of their White masters. It 
is mo defence to say, as Dr. 
Geyer has said, that the Natives 
in Soutb Africa are better treated 
than anywhere else in Africa. 
Tt should suffice to know that 
they are not treated as human- 
beings should be treated. 

Dr. Geyer bas “claimed that 
much is being dove for the ad- 
vancement of the Africans. That 
testimony should really come 
feom the Africans themselves. 
‘But, far from it, today, the coun- 
try is seething with discontent a3 
it has never done in the history 
of South Africa. And, what 
would Dr. Geyer say to the fol- 
lowing from the Native Affairs 
Standing Committee of ‘the Dur- 
ban Chamber of “Commerce. 
This is what Mr. Joha Black of 
the Committee says, in his report 
to the Chamber: “Cato Manor, 
probably one of the most dis- 
‘graceful slums in the Union, was 
undteamt of... Tbe position 
is frightening. Tuberculosis is 
rampant throughout our Native” 
population.” This shocking state 
of affairs exists nat only in Dut- 
ban but in other parts of the 
Union as well. The South African 
Tostitute of Race Relation bas pub- 
lished Bgures of the death 
fate among the Natives, which ap- 
pear elsewhere in this issue, They 
would show bow the Natives 
fare in South Africa, ‘The 
South Afticao goverament has no 
ase atall in defence of its present 
racial policy which must be con- 
demned by the civilized world,

DEATH OF MR. MATHURADAS TRICUMJEE 


A CABLE message was received 
at this office on Saturday, July 

7, conveying the sad news of the 
death of Mr. Matburadas Tricum- 
jee, which took place at his. res 
dence at Walkeshwar Road, Bom- 
‘bay, on Friday, July 6, at the age 
of 58. The late Me, Mathuradas 
Tricumje:, who was a former 
‘Mayor of Bombay, was a nephew 
of Mahatma Gandhi, being the 
son of one of his sistscs, but be 
vas really more than a son to 
hhim. He was closely associated 
with Mabatma Gandhi in all his 
activities—politieal, social, re 
gious and educational. He had 
2 deep knowledge of Hindu philo- 
sopby and culture, and he was 
‘ope of those whom Mahatma 
Gandhi consulted on various 
matters, Unfortunately tuber- 
cuiosis impeded the path of his 
progress, otherwise he would bave 
taken the place of Madhev Desai, 
who was nearest to Mahatma 
Gandhi and died of heart failure 
withia a week of his incarceration 
in 1942, during the steuggle for 
Independence. He was

DURBAN RIOT SPARK STILL EXISTS 


NE of the factors that led to the Durban riots, “the 
seduction of Zulu girls by Indian mes," still exists and 
may result in serious clasbes at any moment. 

‘This warning was given last week by Mr. S. S. Bbengu, 
president of the Natal Native Medical Council, who bas 
made a survey cf the position in Natal to establish the 
extca-marital relations betweea Indians and Natives. 

Mr. Bhengu told “The Natal Mercury" that the position 
was rapidly becoming uobearable. The proud Zulu nation 
would not tolerate it much longer. Aleeady some Zul 
lders bad decided to “ceraove thore Indian storekeepers 
from amoog the Natives who ate responsible for the cor- 
ruption and unrest.” 

‘Mr. Bheagu appeated to thera aot to take the law into 
their owa hands, 

‘Mr. Bheogu added: T suggest that the necessary measures 
be put into effect immediately to halt the prostitution ef our 
‘women. Law Courts must be empowered to serve severe sen- 
{ences as fines would not be a suficient deterrent. 

Mr, Bhengu ssid that the survey be had just completed 
revealed how disastrous the position was becoming. It waa 
found that ia small places like Duadee there were 69 illegitimate 
children, the result of extra marital relations between Native 
women and Indian mea, Ia Waschbank there were 39 cases, 
aod in Ladysmith 87. 

Mc. Bhenga said that in March this year be and the 
Secretary of the Native Medical Council, Mr. S. V. Nui, 
wrote t0 the Minister of Native Affairs pointing out the 
seriousness of the position. They warned him tbat unless 
the Group Areas Act was brought into action snd rigidly 
enforced within the near futuce, there would be a repetition 
of the riots, and oa a very much larger scale, To this the 
Minister replied, saying that it was the Goverament’s intention 
to put the Group Areas Act into force as early az possible.

the frst thing todo is to define 
the terms used, 50 that their 
meaning shall be clear. 

‘Then one kaows what one is 
consid 
talking about.” Then one is in 
a position to see whether the 
principles advanced do or do not 
apply to the problem under con- 
sideration, and how far, if at all, 
they help towards its solution. 

Now, ‘Amity’ isa word usually 
interpreted as meaning ‘Friend- 
ship,’ which Friendship is com- 
monly understood to mean 
good-will relationship between 
people, but a relationship less 
close and binding than that creat- 
ed by ‘blood ties or resulting 
from membership of the sare 
family. 

The suggestion or implication 
behind the, distinetion is that 
since the bond is not as close, the 
obligation between those who are 
‘just friends” is relatively Tighter. 
Friendships, we know, ate no- 
toriously unstable, Not infre- 
quently, they are a mere matter 
of conveniences, 

A little consideration should 
make it clear, however, that 
correctly understood, the rela- 
tionship of ‘Friend! is very close 
and intimate indeed. Perhaps 
even closer than that acising 
from the blood tie. 

‘Acai’ (French) though com: 
monly translated: ‘Friend,’ really 
means “Lover” Beloved. In 
France, it is quite usual to so 
refer to one's beloved, 

“Ame” is French for Soul, 
“Amoi” therefore stands for Sout 
‘Mate. Not merely a relation- 
‘hip of the flesh or the emotions, 
butofthe Spirit. A spiritual reo 
Iationship or connection, 

Te will thus be seen that rightly 
understood, Friendship and Love 
are one and the same thing,

Amity, Friendship, or alter- 
natively Love, is an integrating, 
harmonising, uniting Force that 
inds and holds together, And 
if Union is Strength on the 
physical plane it is incomparably 
more $0 on the spiritual. 

But, it has to be Love, real 
Love, not the travesty of Love 
that is more often than not but 
Desire, the apppetite and craving. 
for possessions, like the “love” of 
achild for its toys or sweets, oF 
of a woman for dress and orna- 
ments, or of a miser for his 
money. 

‘The Love that is indicated in 
the injunction “Love thy 
our as thyself," is the vary 
negation of selfishness and sclf- 
centredness. It means what it 
tegard thy Neighbour as 
Part of the All Self, of which 
thou, too, att part," “Do unto 
others as you would they do unto 
you," means, regard other souls, 
others of God's sparks or child- 
ren, as placing you under obliga- 
tion to behave towards them as 
brothers, whose needs are your 
needs, whose troubles are your 
troubles, to help and share, 

For Love implies above alt 
things, not acquisitiveriess of 


















concern for one's own separate 
welfare but sacrifice, service, 
giving. 

Love rules out egotism and for 
it substitutes altruism. 

The true explavation of all 
our troubles and tribulations is the 
discord we have created by deny- 
ing and disobeying the Law of 
Love, 

For Amity of Love as the law 
of life we have substituted En- 
thity, (Which is but an abbre- 
viation of Enemyty), 2 force 
closely akin to Hate, And, ac- 
cording to the Sages "there is no 
aif like Hate." 


Just as Amity or Love attracts, 
unites, and creates barmany, joy 
and peace because it accords 
with God's law and is the Hall 
Mark of Man's esseotial aivinity, 
so its opposite, Enmity and-es- 
pecially Hate, repels, disrupts, 
and keeps apart those who should 
be even as the fingers of one 
hand, and promotes discord, 
misery and strife, 





This does not, of course, ex-

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The Teacher’s Task 


VERY encouraging 
A\ picture of Indian 
education in Natal 


was presented by Mr. A. 
D. Lasarus, President of 
tie Natal Indian Teachers’ 
Society, at its Conference 
held recently in Durban. 
For the year 1945-46 the 
total expenditure on Indian 
education was £323,110; five 
years later, for 1950-51 the 
enpenditure was £681,700 
more than double. For 
1ggi-52 the estimated ex- 
penditure is £818,210. This 
shows a rapid improvement, 
for which thanks are due to 
the more liberal attitude 
adopted in recent years by 
the Natal Provincial Ad- 
ministration and the Educa 
tion Department, And this 
liberal atitude is due to a 
very lacge extent to the 
God-fel\ring and kind-heart- 
ed Administrator we have 
in the person of Mr, D. G. 
Shepstone. Needless to say 
the Indian community is al- 
ways deeply appreciative of 
every litle act of kindness 
it receives at the hands of 
the authorities and the pre- 
sent gesture in the the mat- 
ter of Indian education is 
gratefluly recognised as 
being nota small one. Of 
course there is still room 
for greater improvement, 
for it does not redound to 
the credit of any good Gov- 
ernment to have any chil- 
dren growing in illiteracy 
for want of educational 
fac ies, aud there aie not 
less than nearly 20,000 In- 
dian children still without 
those facilities, ‘There is 
however every hope of a 
better future since the 
authorities, unlike in the 
past, are liberally-minded 
and more responsive to the 
he appeals of the Indian 
community. 



































‘The Iqdian community 
itself has of course done a 
great deal in the matter of 
self-help in regard to the 





education of their own chil- 
dren. For as Mr, Lazarus 
pointed out, of the 186 
schools in the Province 106 
have been built by Indians 
almost entirely with their 
own money. For this the 
Indian community can_well 
congratulate itself. We are 
glad to note that the Natal 
Indian ‘Teachers’ Society is 
becoming more and more 
conscious of its responsi- 
bility and it is the intention 
now, we are told, to create 
an educational ‘Trust Fund 
in order to build more new 
schools and to extend the 
existing ones, To start this 
fund the Teachers’ Society 
has pledged itself to con- 
tribute the sum of £23,000 
within two years, This will 
be one of the finest gestures 
‘on the part of the Teachers 
and a magnificent contri- 
bution towards Indian edu- 
cation, Wecan only hope 
and pray that the Society 
will be able to fulfill its 
pledge and earn the bless- 
ings of the present and the 
future generation, 








Scolly Menace 

Mr Lazorus also drew 
attention to one very dis- 
Wressing thing and that was 
the scolly menace that ap- 
pears to be growing in our 
community, ‘This isa very 
serious thing which should 
not be lightly thrust aside, 
May be that the percentage 
of such cases is not as great 
as itis in other communities,’ 
While that may be of some 
consolation it certainly does 
not justify our beinge apa- 
thetic. If the germs of this 
evil are not destroyed: im- 
mediately, they will thrive 








faster than we think and 
spread their virus through- 
out our society and destroy 
society itself, ‘This matter 
should therefore be treated 
as one of shame and every 
effort should be made to 
root out the evil. For this 
a great responsibility lies on 
the shoulders of the parents 
as well as the teachers, Of 
course if anything is respon- 
sile for this evil it is, we 
must regretfully state, the 
slum conditions in which 
the Indians in particular 
and the non-Europeans in 
general are forced, under 
the present system of Gov- 
ernment, to live. We have 
a White Government in 
this country which looks 
after the requirements of 
the White people first 
and foremost in all matters 
and non-Europeans have 
just to grow by Nature 
anyhow. But if we, there- 
fore, just blame the Gov- 
ernment and do nothing 
ourselves we shall be the 
sufferers, Ifthe State fails 
to discharge its duty the 
people must not follow its 
bad example but must do 
their duty to themselves to 
the best of thei ability. 





Our teachers do not like 
to be criticised. Immediately 
they are criticised they de- 
fend theinselves by saying 
that they are no more than 
ordinary human beings and 
nothing more should be 
expected of them, But their 
profession does aot allow 
them to remain so. Their’s 
isa noble profession which 
carries with it a much 
greater responsibility than 
the parents. Their very 
life must be an example to 
the pupils. Their profes- 
sion must not be treated 
as a commodity that can be 
sold or bartered, ‘The furure 
of the world depends on its 
youth and the future of the 
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youth depends on the teach- 
ers. The teacher's task is 
therefore a heavy one. He 
has to mould the body, 
mind and soul of the youth. 
If these are defective it is a 
reflection on the teacher. 
A teacher does not mean 
one who merely teach 
read and write. His task is 
to mould the character of 
the pupils. All the learning 
without character amounts 
to nothing. A  character- 
less teacher cannot instil 





to 


character into the pupils. 
‘The pupils are apt to 
tate the teachers than to do 
what they are told to do. 
That is why it is said, prac- 
tice is better than precept. 
What the teachers teach 
the pupils by their own 
example, goes home to them 
much more easily than what 
they are taught by precept 
without practice on the part 
of the teachers. Thus the 
task of the teacher is by 
no means an easy one if he 
wants to do full justice to 
is profession and to earn 
the glory of it. Unless the 
teachers have this high 
ideal before them and try 
to follow it the future of 
the world is dark, The 
pupils will become what 
the teachers are, not what 
they teach them to become. 
The teachers have there- 
fore to do a great deal of 
introspection and to ever 
keep examining themselves 
and try to become what 
they desire their pupils to 
become This is by no 
means an easy thing to do 
but no society has ever 
Grown or can ever grow 
without sacrifice both ine 
vidually and collectively. 
Ifwe wish to live the time 
has come when this is 
demanded of us and more 
50 from these who hold 
responsible positions,

antly clear. 

Not on the grounds of merit or 
demerit, but solely because of 
their rice and colour have they 
hnad to endure being brandsd with 
the bar sinister of inferiority.

Does it not occur ro their erties 
that a people capable of going to 
gaol in their hundreds in defence

Even supposing the charge 
were substantially true, whose 
would be the blame ? Surely sot 
the miserable victims, themselves, 
of a calculated policy of repres- 
sion, reflected in their statutory 
bracdiog 25 “undesirable” in 
enactment after enactment; 3 
people stigmatised as pariabs, 
and as such relegated fo ghettos 
1 “ coalie locations" 

Jn view of the constantly re- 
iterated threat that conditions 
would eveotually be made so 
intolerable that they would be 
virtually forced to leave the coun- 
tty, shou'd it be surprising if they 
had concentrated upon making 
the most of opportunity while 
‘eppertunity still offered 7 

Rather is it a matter for won 
derment that they have preserved 
2 sufficiently strong sense of dig- 
nity and self-respect to challenge 
the present Government's Apatt- 
bheid. Poliey and to defy the Class

degeadation.

(Quakers) in England are making 
a three months’ journey through 
the Union of South Africa to 
study its racial problems and to 
gain an understanding of the pre- 
sent situation for the ealighten- 
ment of Friends and others after 
their return to England, They 
bear a message of encouragement 
and sympathy to all who are 
working for inter-racial under- 
standing and justice and harmony 
in chis multi-eacial countey. 

‘This is Mes. Brayshaws Brot 
visit to South Africa; she is a 
prominent member of the Quaker 
body in Eugland being the first 
woman in its 300 years’ bistory 
to preside at its annual assembly; 
she is now chairman of the 
Friend's Service Council whose 
work extends to many countries 
including India and Pakistan, 

‘Mr. E. Russell Braysbaw 
M.L MECH. E. is an engineer, 
‘etired, and is visiting Souttt 
Africa for the fourth time, In 
1938 he was 2 member of a 
Quaker deputation including Lady 
Hartis from Eogland and Dr, and 
‘Mrs, Jones from the United 
States, which came to make an 
‘extensive study of racial problemas; 
‘4 further visit in 1946 enabled 
him to renew the contacts made 
in 1938,

The following is a official re~ 
port of the opening of the I.C.U. 
Hall in East Eondon on July 14: 


THE story of the Industrial and 
Commercial Worker's Union 
of Africa—the L.C,U.,—stands 
out like a fetion if it could be 
properly explained to the general 
public. Perhaps no other African 
organisation has had such 2 ro- 
mantic career like it, Since in- 
ception 32 years ago at Capetown, 
ithad forged ahead with the in- 
dusteial and political development 
of the African people and other 
pon+Europeans of our country. It 
he L.C.U. that first began 

tate for better wages for the 
African people and in many in- 
stances it_ met with remarkable 
success. But what happened at 
East London on July 14, 1951, 
will never be forgotten by those 
who witnessed it. Ar the begin- 
‘ning of 1950 a scheme was put 
forward by its general secretary 
to the members of the Usion ro. 
erect a public hall and it was 
agreed that each member con- 
tribute the sum of one pound 
(El) per month for this purpose. 
With loyal consistence the mem. 
bers of the Union voluntarily 
paid the amount agreed upon with 
the result that the arrangements 
‘were made with a leadig firm of 
building contractors to erect the 
hall. ‘This hall was. officially 
opened at a public ceremony by 
Hic Worship the Mayor of East 
London (Councillor E. H. Tidy) 
on Saturday, July M4, io Duncan 
Village. The ceremony was at 
tended by a distinguished pather- 
ing which included besides the 
Mayor, the chief Magistrate of 
East London, Me. Will Stuart, 
MP., Mr. Manilal Gandhi who, 
motored specially from Durban, 
Mr. J. B. Sesing, ex-chrirman ef 
the LLC.U, and a member of the 
Advisory Board at Bloemfontein, 
Councillor G. M. Berlyn, the 
‘manager of the Native Adminis- 
uation, Mr. P. Venter, Mr. 
representing the Indian 

ty. Port Elizabeth and 
smstown branches of the 
L.C.U, were cepresented, the latter 
branch made 2 presentation of a 
fine big clock which now bangs 
in the hall conspicuously. Many 
congratulatory messages were read. 
by the general secretary among 
which was one from the Southern, 
Rhodesia I.C.U. with hezdquare 
ers at Salisbury. The secretary 
of the T.C.U. in Rhodesia, Mr. 
Charles Mziogeli, was expected 
to attend the ceremony, but at 
the last moment a telegram was 
received feom him stating that 
the Union Government in Pre- 
toria had sefused. him to enter 
South Africa notwithstanding the 



































fact that a permit was issued 10 
him by the local authorities at 
East London allowing him to 
enter the urban area of East 
London, It is hoped to probe 
this matter further in order to 
find out what had actually hap- 
pened when the authorities were 
contradictory. 


The Mayor, wlio officially 
opened the hall paid 3 tribute 10 
Mr. Clements Kadalie, general 
secretary of the TCU. because 
of his determination and foresight 
the hall owed its existence. He 
‘went on to congratulate the rank 
and file" of the Union who sup- 
ported him loyally. He con- 
Sidered that 2 great public ven- 
ture had been accomplished in 
Duneaa Village for he has been 
ausured that the hall will be 
available to all who will apply for 
its use. The Mayor concluded 
his speech by officially naming 
the hall as ‘Clemente Kadalie 
1.C.U, Hall amidst geeat applause 
by the audience. 











Mr. Will Stuart, M.P. who laid 
the foundation stove of the build- 
ing in February 1951 spoke after 
the Mayor, also paid warm tei 
bute to the general Secretary of 
the LC.U. whom he described as 
fone of the outstanding leaders 
among the people. He had watched 
his career since 1920 frem Cape 
Town and he was glad to say that 
Mr. Clements Kadalie had been 
fone who first was responsible to 
raise the wage standard of his 
people. For his courage and 
conviction he bad been gaoled on 
several oceasions, but he was 
always vindicated by the courts 
of law. He remembered when he 
Mr, Stuart defended the general 
secretary of the LC.U. and eight 
‘other officials of the union in the 
Supreme Court, Grahamstown, 
1930, arising from the strike ot 
East Loudon for better wages, 
when all were honourably 

charged by the court, Mr. Stuart 
Went on t0 tell the big audience 
how he assisted the 1C.U, to get 
the authorities agree to the eree- 
tion of the hall and he was pleased 
(fo see that 3 fine edifice has 
now been accomplished, In his 
speech Mr. Stuart touched on 
the thorny question at East Lon:

Councillor G, M. Beryln, chaie- 
mao of the Native Affairs’ Com- 
mittee of the Cuy Council, who 
spoke after Mr. Stuart, also 
dwelt on the 2/- todger's fee, 
A geeat ovation however, awaited 
‘Mr. Manilal Gandhi when he 
rose to speak. He spoke touching 
particularly on the moral issues 
of the non Europeans, He felt 
steongly that the non-Europeans 
should develop moral character 
in order to impress upon the 
world the right of their claim 9 
citizenship. He also praised the 
‘work of the general secretary of 
the 1.C.U, and his presence at 
the gathering proved this to the 
hil. The chief magistrate of 
Enst London ade another bril- 
liant speech for when Mr. Cle- 
ments Kadalie replied to all the 
speakers, he commended the 
chief magistrate 10 leave the 
bench and take up politics as he 
thought that he would make a 
very good politician. After con- 
geatulating the general secretary 
and the Executive Committee of 
the L.C.U,, the speaker went on 
to praise highly the work of the 
1.C.U. women, He thought that 
without the active support of 
their womenfolk the hall which 
was being officially opened that 
day would have never miterial- 
ised, ‘The men should be proud 
of their women. The Rev. D. 
Mbops of St. Philips Mission 
contributed a remarkable addcess 

congratulation of the T.C.U. 
and their teader for erection of 
such a “beautiful hall" as he 
described it, His speech was 
punctuated with loud cheering 
by the big gathering. 


Mr. E, D, Tsenyenga was 
another speaker who aleo spoke 
highly of the leader of the I.C.U. 
The manager of the Native Ad- 
ministration Mr. P, Venter added 
hhis congratulations to the general 
secretary of the LC.U. ina bril- 
liant speech. He thought also 
that the hall would meet the 
demand of the resideats for more 
halls in the Duacan Village. 
When the general seeretary rose 
to respond to 20 many references 
to his work, it wae-apparent that 
hhe was moved by what was said 
about him by all the speakers, In 
his speech he briefly summarised 
the history of the LC.U. since 
January 17, 1919, to the present 
day. He told the audience of 
the struggles the 1.C.U, en- 
countered during its 32 years of 
its existence. His arrests on 
several oceasions together with 
the deportation erder in 1920 at 
Capetown, the arrest of other 
officials of the Union, were vividly 
told to the audience. The inter- 
sational triumph at Geneva and 





























in Europe generally in 1927 were 
briefly touched. The achieve: 
ments of the 1LC.U. to raise the 
economic standard of the non- 
Europeans, appearances of its 
officials at many Government 
Commissions, as well as on local 
authorities commissions, were 
also mentioned by him. But he 
considered that the achievement 
of erecting a magnificent hall at 
3 cost of thousand pounds was 
indeed a great triumph for the 
LC.U, He thought it was a 
great honour done him by the 
Mayor to mme the hall afier 
him. The general secretary 
finally thanked all those who 
helped to put up the hall, parti 
cularly he mentioned the name 
of Mr. Will Stuart, M.P, who 
got the Government to agree to 
allow the 1.C,U, to erect the hall. 
Special reference and gratitude 
to the Mayor (Councillor Tiddy) 
who personally persuaded the 
City Couacil also to agree to the 
erection of the hall as well as for 
honouring him in person by 
naming the ball after bis name, 
was made by the general seere- 
tary, Mr. Manilal Gandhi cane 
in for high praise by the geueral 
secretary for he made big #3:

to find the gifts io others and 
ceadeavour to give theim seape for 
development; remember that your 
trearment of your fellow human 
beings affects their treatment of 
youand in s0 endeavouring you 
find much pleasure and add 
much and add much towards the 
building up of a peaceful, con- 
tented nation.

Home Truths 

"HE address by the Judge Pre- 

sideot, Mr, Justice Broome, at 
the Maciteburg Rotary Club, coa- 
tain some home truths, which, 
though uot particularly divecred 
to the present Goverament, will 
sot be very palatable to them. 
The Judge Presiden: has indeed 
taken a very geave peesonal sk 
jin saying what be bas so caurage- 
ously and rightly said ac 9 Sime 
‘when it needs to be ssid, He 
Grew attention to the threat 10 
the rule of aw srhich, be said, was 
twofold, First, there was 2 
growing tendency to govern 
through effciats who were clothed 
with wide disceetionary powers. 
Secondly, baving ceeated these 
officals and placed considerable 
power io theie band, the legis: 
Tnture went further and put 
them beyond supervision of the 
Courts. Mr. Justice Broome said 
that the rule of law was like the 
air one breathed. We take it for 
gamed and do not give it a 
thought." The term "rule of 
law," he ssid, meant that the 
Law was supreme; everybody wat 
equal before the lay; and that co 
fone was abuve the law. Th’s was 
the principle on which demo- 
cratic goveroment was based, be 
481d, "Because of this principle’ 
the Judge President went on 
further to s3y, people were en- 
tiled co do what they pleated 30 
tong a8 they did at disobey the 
lw." The personal liberties 
which people bad, he ssid, were « 
in the charge of the Courts of 
Justice. "Government through 
officials with discretionary powers, 
he said, was ca some extent un- 
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avoidible in the complexity of 
modern civilisation, in time of 
war, and in an emetgency. A 
really serious aspect was the 
pheing of these officials beyond 
the supervision of the Courts, 
‘The legislation provided for ap- 
peal agalast an official's action 10 
the Minister, whose decision 
would be final. There was, there 
fore, the Judge President ob- 
served, no real safeguard what- 
soever upon the conduct of the 
official. “The individual," he 
sid, “ought 10 be able 10 go to 
the Courts of Jnstice for a 
rulings 








Every man wha governed, he 
said, liked to be a dictator and 
goon taking powers if he were 
not stopped. The power to 
cheek this tendency, Mr. Justice 
Broome said, wae in the hands of 
the people, Te was up to the 
electors to ste, especilly at elec 
tion time,” that their members of 
Parliament did aot assent to legis 
lation which gave these powtrs to 
officials, “If We make ourselves

aifsrs.Dutiog the. Passive Re- 
insoce caepaiga fed by  Mahat 
ms Gandhi from 1907 to 1918 
Me. Mchd was one of the stauach- 
est soldiers nd. had bravely and 
cheerfully suffered on many 
ceasions the rigours of prison Ife. 
Subsequently he was closely as- 
sociated with the Congress. He 
hhad once beld the positioa of 
joint secretary of the South Atti- 
tan Tadian Congress and was for 
imaoy yests on its executives Ta 
1939 when the Congress launched 
Passive Resisaace ogsinat the 
Transat, Asiatic Land Tenure 
‘Act, Me, Bfehd took 3 prominent 
partio it. He kept on bawkiog 
feuits without licence, ouside 
the Court Howse, fr several weeks 
but the authorities refused to 
arrest him, There has not been 
any public activity with which 
Me. Mehd's name har aot beea 
associated. All those. who kaow 
him ace awate that one of his legs 
tas beea crippled for many year. 
Te happened through 2 motor 
accideat while be was going for 
for some public collection, Nr. 
Mehd's atosiation with "Todi 
Opinion tar been from is. very 
inception. He bas been render. 
fing fre sevice to this paper all 
these years for which the paper 
in indebted 10 bie, For all these 
services he has never been fe- 
tumerated nat has he ever expect. 
ed any reruaeration In he tate 
of peace be bat been eatiog ut 
a bare ving by doing innursace 
work and. by helping people get 
over inumigraon diffcultes, Me. 
Mchd is oae of the few exempted 
Tedians who had catered the 
‘Transvaal under the 1914, Stouts 
Giodhi Seulement, When, he 
feuuraed 10 the Usion in 1927 
after a prolonged stay in India his 
right of entry was challenged by 
the Goverament and Mee Mba 
fought bis case and wan fa the 
Appellte Court, He bad theres 
fore occasion to make a thorough 
study of the Immigration Act and 
iewould2ot perhaps be incoreet to 
say that he as 3 beter knowledge 
ofthe Act than many ofthe lenis 
gation offcils. Much ar he 
10 lead 30 independent 
tout bei 3 busden on 
the public Nature has precluded 
him from doiog 30, The tine 
tas come when he eva no longer 
do anything at all which meses 
tat be would either have te 
femain ia. South Aftics ayy 
front his relatives cr goto. loa 
and speud the temaiadet of hi 
lite with and among his near and 
iat ones, Wie, Ey kee 
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themselves in a poor state both 
economically and from tbe health 
point of view, Mrs. Mebd is 
mentally incapacitated for many, 
years and Mr, Mebd has only one 
dauglter, who is married, with a 
large family to look after. 

Tn the circumstances it is up to 
the Tadisn community of the 
Union, in recognition of Mr, 
Mebd’s public services, 10 enable 
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hhim to go to Tadia and to spend 
the remainder of his life peace- 
fully among his relatives. We 
have therefore desided 10 open 3 
fund for a suitable purse 0 be 
presented to Me, Mehd. All well 
ccs ate requested to send 
their contcibutions to ‘Indian 
Opinion,” Private Bag, Phoenix, 
Natal, which will be dulyacknow- 
ledged through these eoluuas.

African Chief On Apartheid 
Ata meeting of the Natal Pro- 
cial Congress of the African 
Natiooal Congress, Senator Edgar 
Brookes explained the contents of 
the various laws patsed by the 
Government, affecting the Afri 
cass. Chief A. J. Lutuli, presi- 
dent of the Congress, said the 
apattheid policy was merely an 
intensification of a policy which 
bad been in existence almost 
since Union, but -which was 
brought to ‘the fore with the 
pusiog of the Native Land Act 
of 1913 which prohibited Natives 
from buying land except from 
Notives. This had the effect of 
restricting the Native people «0 
the various locations, which even 
at that time were inadequate for 
them, The policy was reinforced 
in 1936 when additional land was 
promised, he said, but this pro- 
mise had’ not yet been fully re- 
deemed, Chief Luruli said that 
the separation policy ia the Gov- 
erament of the country manifest- 
ed jtuelf at Union when the 
majority of the White people 
showed that they were against 
Natives participatiag in Govern- 
meat in any way. "The present 
Government have been the great- 
est protagonists of limitation of 
the politieal rights of the Ns 
people and even of excluding the 
Native people from the general 
life of the couatry, save merely 
as Labourers, ‘The ‘physical con- 
itions obtaining i the Native 
areas do not justify the accept- 
ance of apartheid by the Native 
people until adequate distribution 
of the Land has been made and 


























the possibilities of exploiting the 
land for the Natives are more 
evident than at present. We may 
continue to use whatever resources 
there are in the Native areas. but 
this is not because we accept the 
Principle of apartheid but to pre- 
veot our race from dying out, 
Our co-operation in the 
vernent of the Iaod to its utmost, 
which we will give fully, should 
not be taken as meaning that we 
accept apartheid. To do «0 would 
be false to ourselves as a people.”” 














Mr. Mitchell On Group 
Areas Act 
Addressing a mesting in Marits- 
burg last week Mr. D. E. Mit- 
hell, M.P. referred to the Indian 
question. He is reported to have 
sid De, Donges had failed to 
solve the Indiaa question. The 
Group Areas Act wat in the 
melting pot and would be altered 
if agreement with India made it 
necessaty. Mr. Mitchell said tbat 
the Group Areas Act was intend- 
ed to rake the Asiatic and put him 
in his own area, entirely divorced 
from anyone else. Dr, Donges 
hnad cefused to allow the Indian 
Government to interfere in the 
domestic policy of South Africa, 
and as 2 result relationships bad 
been broken off. But at Lake 
Success in November Dr. Donges 
hhad said that if it was necessary 
toamend this Act to arrive at aa 
agreement with India thea be 
would ameud the Act. He bad 
repeated this in Parliament. So 
the Act, upon which a great many 
people in Natal set store, was in 
the melting pot and might be 
amended.

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SATYAGRAHA IN FACE OF HOOLIGANS. 


“Te lay down one's life, even alone, for what one considers to be right, is the very core of 

Satyagraha. More, no man can do. Ifa man is armed with a sword he might lop off a few 
hands but ultimately he must surrender to superior force or else die fighting. The sword of the 
Satyagrahi is/love and the unshakeable firmness that comes from it. He will regard as brothers 
the hundreds of hooligans that confront him and instead of trying to kill them he will choose 
to die at their hands and thereby live, This is straight and simple, But how can a solitary 
Satayagrahi succeed in the midst of a huge population?......A Satyagrahi may never run away from 
danger irrespective of whether he is alone or in the company of many. He will have fully 
performed his duty if he dies fighting. The same holds good in armed warfare. It applies with 
greater force in Satyagraha. Moreover, the sacrifice of one will evoke the sacrifice of many and may 
possibly produce big results. There is always this possibility. But one must scrupulously avoid 
the temptation of a desire for results......Satyagraha is always superior to armed resistance. 
This can only be effectively proved by demonstration, not by argument, It is a weapon that 
adorns the strong. It can never adorn the weak. By weak is meant the weak in mind and 
spirit, not in body. That limitation is a quality to be prized and not u defect to be deplored. 
One ought also to understand one of its other limitations. It ean never be used to defend a 

_ wrong cause. Gi 
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URING the many years it 

has been my privilege to 
contribute to ‘Indian Opinion’ 
this, I believe, isthe first time T 
have presumed to address our 
readers ia the ftst person.

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Crime Wave 


HE general public is 
T perplexed at the 

crime wave in South 
Africa that is surging higher 
and higher as thedays go by, 
There was a time when 
people could keep their 
houses open all day and all 
night and wander about 
wherever they liked and not 
a pin would be lost. That 
freedom of movement is lost 
altogether. It is not safe 
to move about unprotected 
anywhere either by day or 
by night. The authorities 
are baffled; the law courts 
take a very serious view of 
it and do not hesitate to put 
the law into effect with in- 
creasing severity. But that 
does not tend to lessen the 
crime inany way, Itseemsto 
beever increasing, Has any- 
one given serious thought 
as to why that is so and 
whether the remedial mea- 
ures thatareatpresenttaken 
are correct and adequate? 
‘There is a saying among us 





his subjects." Have the 
authorities thought of this? 
Are they capable of doing 


so? Is the crime wave not 
a reflection’of their own mis- 
deeds? Those in power in 
olden times used to impose 
punishment to suit the crime 
but at the same time they 
were more spiritually-mind- 
ed and took steps to cleaiise 
themselves as well as 
others, The tendency to- 
day among those in power 
is, in all matters, to tackle 
only the branches and not 
to give the slightest thought 
as to whether there is some- 
thing wrong atthe very root.

To 
our mind the crimes that 
we see prevelant among us 
is only a reflection of the 
crime of human slaughter, 
plunder, rape and arson 
that is going on in one part 
of the world or another on 
a much larger scale, not 
only in the name of law and 
order, but our intelligence is 
blurred that we do not hesi- 
tate even to associate the 
name of God with it. We 
refer to war, than which, 
there is no yreater crime, 
Only that it fs legalised, 





What is the root cause 
of all crime in our sunny 
South Africa where no- 
thing but happiness pre- 
vailed all these years? 
It is the ever grow- 
ing lack of contentment 
among the vast masses of 
the people who are nat only 
not cared for by those in 
power but are hated and 
ruthlessly exploited... ‘The 
spiritvof hate and discontent 
is being engendered by 
those in power. The cost 
of living is growing higher 
and higher, Even the bare 
necessities to sustain life 
are becoming difficult for 
the ordinary man to pro- 
cure, Even things like 
bread, sugar, milk and fuel 
are becoming difficult to 


obtain, It means nothing to 


the wealthy and with means 
to obtain chese things, They 
are so brutal as to even 
hoard the things that are 
beyond the reach of the 
poor- Think then of the 
thousands who have no 
homes to live in or even a 
roof to find shelter tor their 
women and children; no 
amenities to live a decent 
life. The only umenities 
they have are the race 
course, the bar and the 
cinema. Are not these 
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again the authorities, with 
their pernicious apartheid 
policy have closed ' many 
avenues of employment 
thus causing unemployment 
among the people. That 
too isa contributory factor 
leading to crime. 

Moreover the average 
White man is more con- 
cerned about his prestige 
and the Courts in order to 
uphold that prestige 
variably punishes the aon. 
White, who has committed 
a crime against a White 
man, more severely than 
one who has committed a 
crime against his own class. 
This certainly does not 
tend to increase respect for 
the White man, It is bound, 
rather, (0 have the adverse 
effect. It is observed too 
that this crime wave has no 
racial barriers. It is com: 
mon among all races. It 
is more noticeable among 
the non-Europeans and 
mostly among the Africans 

“because they predominate 
in numbers and are the 
worst cared for by those 
power. The remedy is not 
to punish but to remove 
the causes which tend to a 

life of crime, 7

Percy Osborn, bas called heads of 
departments together and told

In 
the meantime, the provision of 
full municipal services will go 
abead. Bach shackdyellee will 
bbe transferred toa properly pre- 
pared site and the existing ahaeks 
demolished.

It isa laudable thing 
that our Minister of the Interior 
should follow the example of the 
late Mr. Hofmeyer. But how 
pleasant it would be if he were 
more consistent and followed his 
example in all matters? 


Segregation Must Be By 
Law Says Mr. Strydom

N. R. Africans Reject 
Federation 


‘More than 180,000 Natives in 
the Eastern Province of Northern 
Rhodesia, states Sapa, have re- 
jected at meetings held by the 
Natives authorities the pre- 
posals for federation between 
Nyasaland and the Rhodes 
Another 100,000 in ural districts 
bbave voted against federation. 
Government officials report that 
hundreds of thousands of others 
have rejected the idea of federa- 
tion at meetings held throughout 
the country, Up to today, the only 
favourable Native reaction to the 
closer association proposals was 
from the Native authority tribal 
councils ia Fort Jameson, which 
represents 140,000 Natives, 
‘There are about 2,000,000 Na- 
tives ia Northern Rhodesia. Mr. 
Godwia Lewanika, one of the 
Native leaders, has issud a 
waraing to Natives aot to allow 
Europeans or Asiatics (0 join any 
‘committees they set up to oppose 
federation. “Once Europeans of 
Indians are accepted in this 
vway,"" be says, “‘no Government 
‘op earth will attach importance to 
the view expressed by such 20 
African organisation.”

Zone Thies isa method of 
treatment that can often be 
pf great use in the home and in 
emergencies, As T have been 
requested not t© be too techoical 
in any of these articles, we need 
not go into details 25 regards the 
les of thi 
1g att. Suffice 
to say that there are certain zones 
of areas of the body which are so 
related to other parts of the body 
that pressure or s‘imulus io the 
fone place will produce nervous 
reflexes in the’ other parts. By 
using this knowledge, any intelh- 
gent person can give much relef 
‘and even effect cures in a very 
simple way. 

Probably the best kaown appli- 
cation of Zone Therapy is .pinch- 
ing the nose (o stop > sneeze. A 
still better method is to lay the 
forefinger along the upper 
‘under the nose, and apply steady 
pressure. 

Again, everyone has known the 
sensation where one’s foot itebes 
and one isnot able to scrateb the 
place. Or, even if it can be 
seratebed, the itchy spots travels 
ona fraction of an inch and it 
seems 33 if nothing will stop the 
intolerable itching. This is all 
























caused, of course, by a reflex, 


nervous action from some en- 
tirely different part of the body. 
But it can be stopped in a 
‘moment by simply scratching 
with the finger-nails of the free 
hand, or with 2 metal comb, the 
corresponding part of the hand 
on the same side as the itehy 
foot. In other words, if the itehy 
spot is on the top of the left foot 
near the middle toe, just serateh 
the back of the left hand near the 
middle finger. Try it! You will 
find that the itching will stop at 

For headaches, Zone Therapy 
can be of great value sometimes. 
For instance, pressure om the roof 
of the mouth with the chumb or 
the handle of 2 spoon, will often 
stop a headache of nervous origi 
Wf the headache is in the front 
part of the bead, press on the 
tof of the mouth gear the front 
teeth, The further back that the 
headache is, the coreespondingly 
further back will it be necessary 
of press. 

Ifanything gets fo the eyes, oF 
the eyes smatt oF ate sore, great 
relief may be had feom simply 
seratching or squeezing the joints 











of the first Gnger on the side 
affected. Still better results come 
from pressiog or scraping the 
finger with a metal comb. 

__ Squeezing, scratching and press- 
ing the thied or ring finger affects 
the zone governing the ers, So 
do this in casex of earache oF 
other ear trouble. 
2 metal comb on the hand in this 
area will also help. 

If you have toothache, squeeze 
the gum of the affected tooth a¢ 
tightly 25 possible. We find our- 
selves jostinctively pressing thus 
against an aching tooth; but for 
best results it ws necesiary 10 £6 
the eum firmly on beth sidet 
with finger and thumb and fy 
to squeeze the root of the tooth. 
Tt is through the root thar the 
nerve passes, 

For vomitiog attack, acd also 
in cases of hiccough, bite the 
tongue Srmaly. Tn b:ecough better 
results are obtaiced by pulling 
strongly on the tongue 2nd 
squeezing it hard. Another bic- 
cough remedy is to massage the 
area behind the ears, where there 
isa zone affecting the diaphragm. 
The diaphragm is the large 
muscle separating the lungs aod 
heart from the bowels and liver. 
Spasmodic jerking of this large 
rouscle constitutes the symptom 
‘we know 33 hiccough. 

Ti sleeplessness, seratebing the 
the back of the hands aad stroking 
the wrists and forearms up to- 
wards the elbows for a quarter 
of an hour often induces sound 
aod restful sleep. 

Closely related to sleeplessness 
is nervous tension, the feeling of 
being “all woucd up," over- 
wrought. Great relief can be 
obtained by simply massaging the 
feet. Rub, twist and bend the 
feet, especially in the middle of 
the soles, uatil they become soft 
and plisble—in other words, re- 
layed. The reflex action ‘pro- 
produces a corresponding con 
tion of relaxation throughout the 
‘whole body. 

Zone therapy bas been develop- 
ed toa high level in cecent years, 
but it seems to be almost instinc- 
tive in humanity. Witness the 
manner in ihich we rub and 
press shin that has beea kicked 
cor buraped against anything. Not

CE] spite of the numerous recommendations made by interested organisttions and skilled observers, over the past fifteen 

‘years in particular, South Africa has lacgely turned a deaf ear to the warnings that unless some provision were made 
for the tealning and ultimate absorption of the risiog generations of Non Europeans as useful citizens into the community, 
such potential citizens would become a burden, if not a menace, to the society which rejected them, 

‘Regardless of whether one considers that such Non Europeans should be integrated into the South African society 
of to-day, or whether they should be isolated into theie own society, the problem is left untouched, for in either event they 
cannot become useful citizens unless they have been given the aims and aspirations of such and the necessary training 
‘and guidance to harness their tremendous potential to a useful purpose. 

‘More spectacular problem, like those of the recent war, have been allowed to eclipse the urgent need of providing 
for the training of this vast group of people, so that to-day South Africa is faced with the alarming problem of dealing with 
thousands of Non-Europeans who, because they lave been uable to see any prospects of bettering themselves socially or 
ecormonically, have 1uined ia sheer hopelessuess to the idle and lawless alternatives left to him. 

“Threatened by fhe monster they have created, the European citizens of the larger South African centees have, seemingly, 
no concience regarding their deed, and it would appear no teal appreciation of the magnitude of the problem that theit 
thoughtlessness (if not deliberate aegleet) bas brought about. They demand that lawless Non-European youth be removed 
from the Townships aad placed somewhere out of the way. No.one is particularly concerned as to just where it should be placed, 
butall ace agreed that it should be removed. However convenient such a measure might at first prove, it is obvious that the 
problem a8 such would be left um‘ouched. What provision has been made for the mounting stream of children geowing 
Gaily nearer to adolescence? When they are youths will they have been affered any hope of a self-respecting, useful life 
within a community which values them as fellow-citizens? 

‘Whatever measures are taken to deal with the present ugly situation, and it is to be hoped that this will not be required

Northern |Rhodesia 
Europeans On

Representatives of the European 
coromunity of Broken Hill, Nor- 
thern Rhodesia, urged that too 
much weight should not be at 
tached to Native opposition to the 
federation of Northern and 
Southern Rhodesia ond  Nyasa- 
and, when they met the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, Me. 
James Griffiths, at Broken Hill 
last week and handed to him a 
petition ia favour of federation 
signed by 1,178 0f the European 
inhabitants of Broken Hill. They 
said Native opposition came only 
feoni a small educated minority, 
‘The great majority of Natives, 
they sid, know nothing about 
the question. One delegate said 
he feared that if federation did 
not go through, Northern Rho- 
Sesia and Nyasaland would 
eventually be ruled by Indians 2s 
the Asiatic population of those 
territories was increasing much 
mote repidly than the European. 
Another said the European 
settlers feared it was the policy 
of the United Kingdom Govern 
ment to establish Native paras 
mouatey. 

Mr. Griffiths replied that 
he had consulted Native 
opinion through what the Gove 
ernment thought the best media 
for expressing their opiaions, 
Most of them were official Nas 
tive representative bodies, Mr. 
Griffiths said he must take the 
views of every section of the 
‘community expressed to him 
through recognised representative 
bodies as beiog the genuine 
views of those sections of the 
community.

R. D. F, MALAN, 
the Prime Minister 
of the Union, in his 


speech at East London last 
week stated that he would 
make the Protectorates an 
election issue. Since then 
the Protectorates have be- 
come the main topic of 
Aiscussion throughout the 
country, The whole ques- 
tion boils down to White 
ys non-White, The fate of 
the non-White people hangs 
in the balance. Whenever 
vita! issues affecting the 
Whites arise very little at- 
tention is paid to the 
terests or the feclings of the 
non-Whites. The Whites 
make the decisions and the 
non-Whites whether they 
like it or not have just to 
fall in, “Vic isa wonder that 
the Protectorates have so far 
not been incorporated with 
the Union and that the non- 
White population of those 
areas have still been the 
charge of the British Got 

ernment. There was a time 
when it did not make much 
difference in whose charge 
they were, ‘They were un- 
der a despotic rule, whether 
they were under the Union 
Government or under tl 
British Government. The 
rule of the sword prevailed. 
With the change in the 
auitude of the British Gov. 
ernment in recent years, 
things have become some- 
whit different, The non- 
Whites in the Protectorates 
have been given some hopes 
which they cherish and they 
are not willing to be thrown 
to the mercies of the Union 
Government. Nor can they 
be blamed for it. For ure 
not even English-speaking 
people of the Union feeling 
rather uncémfortable under 
the present regime, nowwith 
standing the-fact that they 


























have a say in the Govern- 
ment? No White man, who 
aner, or black 
would to day like to change 
over to the Union Govern 
ment. ‘They are more in- 
clined to get out of it 

The British Government's 
recently changed Colonial 
policy is admirable, We 
do not say this because it 
suits us but because it is 2

wise one in the interests 
of the British themselves. 
For there is no greater 
asset than the goodwill 
of the vast masses of 
the people, ‘The fate of the 
masses of the non-White 
people in the Protectorates 
is in the hands of the British 
Government. The stand it 
has taken uptill now is very 
satisfactory. The Secretary 
of State for the Com- 
monwealth Relations, Mr. 
Gordon Walker, has made 
it clear that the Protec- 
torates will not- be trans- 
ferred to the Union without 
consulting the local people 
both White and non-White 
or without the consent of 
the British Parliament. ‘The 
British Government to-day 





is weak and is prone to 
succumb to ouiside pres- 
sure. ‘The non-Whites in 
the Protectorates have 
reason therefore to be 
alittle nervous, and it is to 
be urged upon the British 
Government that it should 
stick to the spirit of its pro- 
mise and under no circum- 
stances give way to pressure 
by interpreting the letter 
to suit the circumstances, 
We are compelled reluctant- 
ly to sound this note of 
warning because of our 
bitter experiences in the 
past. We quote the following 
From a leading artidle of the 
“Rand Daily Mail” on the 
subject: 

















With tegard to the Pro- 
tectorates the present Govern 
ment has done the Union in. 
calculable harm, Any 
which the ighabirants of these 
teetitories might have for in- 
corporation hs beea completely 
dispelled by receat events io 
the Unioa. A plebiscite in the 
Protectorates would show that 
almost 100 per cent, of their 
population was against incorpo- 
fation. And in the curiously 
blunderiog way in which the 
Nationalists go about things, 
having first made incorporation 
about a3 difficule as it possibly 
‘can be, they now demand that 
it be put iato effect. Dr. Malan 
seeks comfort in the view that 
although the British Gover 
ment “have undertaken (0 con- 
Sule the Natives about handiog 
over the Protectorates, this 
Maeve meant that the British 
Government would be bound 
by the views of the Natives.” 
Wf it did aot mean that, what 
did it meant For the British 
people the undertaking it a 
matter of honour, implicit in 
which isa moral daty far more 
compelling than a dozen written 
contracts, The Nationalists, 8 
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we have seen, do not set very 
great store by principles of that 
kind: but they ace wrong in 
thiaking that others will also 
seoff at solerma undertakings. 
De, Malan, in raising the Pro- 
tectorstes issue, may find that 
the ordinary South African 

* voter will reply: “Forget about 
the Swazis. What about doing 
‘something for me instead?” 








The words we have ita- 
licised above are true about 
the “British people” and 
the same can equally be 
said to the credit of the 
‘Afrikaner people.” Very 
unfortunately, however, (and 
we must be forgiven for 
saying so) the same is not 
true about the Govern 
ments. If it were, the lot 
of the non-\Whites—the In- 
dians, the Africans and the 
Colourds—in South Africa 
would have been much 
better than itis.

Todians in Durban is the enorm- 
ousifux of Jodians from areas 
surroundiog Durban.” ‘The state- 
ment said, it could probably be 
aticibuted to the ely age at 
‘which Indians started haviog 
childres. Duriog the ceasu 
count, the statement said, "we 
had hundreds of forms ia. which 
the head of an Indian family was 
about 22, his wife 20, and they 
had about four children. 

“The Natal Indian Organisation 
apd the Natal Indian Congress 
alzp mide statements and. at- 
tributed the influx co the mass 
migeation from country districts 
to industry in the city. They

in Natal and particularly iy 
Durban is getting acute because 
of artificial reasons, for which 
rot the Indians, but the autbori- 
lies are to blame, The popula. 
tion of the Indians is bound to 
crease sioce they do tot we 
actifcial means of birth control 
to the extent that the Europezns 
do; and sioce the Provincial 
barriers preclude them from goiog 
beyond the Natal border. The 
only way to relieve the situation 
is to remove the Provioca:

MR. MANILAL GANDHI TO FIGHT 
APARTHEID LAWS 


THE following is the text of the 

Press statement by Me. Manilal 
Gandhi, issued during the week: 
In accordance with the statement 
I made last April, before my 
fourteen-days' fast, I, have now 
decided to court arrest as from 
Friday, September 21, by com- 
iag a technical breach of any 
law, bearing in mind that such 2 
breach does hot come in conflict 
with any nioral lw of the State, 
which I deem to be the duty 
of every citizen to respect and 
to obey. 

T propose to take this step 
igespective of whether I have 
a following or not, I deem it 
my bumble duty to set an 
example 10 others by my own 
aetion that the duty of man is 
‘not to’ meekly submit. to any 
State law that ss glaringly wo 
and immoral, for in doing so 
bbe is violating the law of God 
that goveras the whole uaiverse 
‘and is thus sinning against God. 
‘Man's duty is to humbly refuse 
to submit to such laws and 
quietly suffer the consequences 


















faith io the righteousness 
of his cause and in God. 

Thad stated that I would sot 
take any hasty step. Since my 
fast I met a number of leading 
members of the various com- 
munities includiog my own. Io 
deference to the wishes of sincere 
friends I postponed action in the 
hope of changing the heart of 
the Government by ether means 
than selfimposed suffering, but 
that has unfortunately failed. 

Tfind that people are sufferiog’ 
from frustration and a° lack of 
faith in themselves and in God. 
I do not blame them. I cancot 
myself claim to have developed 
in me that moral and spirited 
streogth that is required to fice 
the preient situation. Bur I have 
implicit faith in God. 1 realise 
that the step Tam about to take 
is very serious one bur it is the 
only one which will bring sslva- 
tion to the suffering humanity 
and renore respect for the dignity 
ofman, T invite not only the 
noa-Buropeaas of South Africa— 
the Todiacs, the Africans aad the 
« 
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Coloureds—but also the Euro- 
reans to join me in this crusade 
against injustice and oppression, 
bearing. no ill-will vowards the op- 
pressor or anyone, Whether they 
join me or not T shall at least 
expect them to pray for me that 
Imay have the strength to fulfil 
the tatk T have been compelled to 
impose upon myself and to ardent- 
ly pray with me for a change of 
heart in the present Government, 
so that there would be real. peace 
and happiness for all the inhabi- 
tants of this fair land, without 
aay statutory discrimination based 
on clas, colour or creed, offend- 
the sentiments of anyone. 

















Lbumbly submit that the Euro- 
peans, as the ruling race inthis 
country, have 2 great cesponsi- 
bility on theie shoulders. [have 
the greatest regard for them per- 
gonally and for th ization 
from which I have derived much 
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benefit. Yet Ihave no doubt all 
thinking Europeans will admit 
that there is much in it that needs 
tobe discarded. They need to 
think and to act towards the non- 
Europeans more kindly and ia the 
true spirit of “Do unto others as 
ye would that they should do 
lunte you 

Thave not the slightest doubt 
that the racial problems of this 
country of ours can be solved 
easily by practising more toler- 
ance and by treating human beings 
as human beings. The Europeans 
will then find the aon-Europeans 
to be the easiest to deal with and 
the greatest asset to this country. 
European civilisation is being. put 
to the test. Its survival of ex- 
tinction is entirely dependent 
upon how the Europeans bebave

‘Times’ Pretoria correspondent, 
who made inquiries at the office 
of the Minister of Health, Dr.

Bremec’s private secretary that 
Mr. Kuschke's statement cor- 
rectly reflected the Minister's 








Professor Edward Batson, 
chairman of the organising com- 
mittee of the conference, told the 
“Cape Times," however, that he 
was quite certain that there was 
no intention to resttict the dis- 
cussions to European welfare in 
any narrow sense of the word aud 
explained that it was ampossible 
entirely to divorce, the welfare 
problems affecting Europeans 
from those affecting non-Euo- 
peans. Te was true that European 
problems would comprise the 
main subjects for discussion but 
when aa aspect of social welfare 
which involved all races was be- 
fore the conference it would have 
to be dealt with 2s 2 whole and 
rot on racial lines, He was sorry 
the decision to restrict the de- 
legates to Europeans had been 
taken, "Welfare work cannot be 
cut into bits and pieces,"” he sai 








Letters had been received from 
organisations regretting they could 
not send delegates in view of the 
‘onlour bar. The majority, accord- 
ing (0 the ‘Cape Times,’ bad, 
however, not ebjected and were 
sending European delegates, More 
thab 400 delegates had enrolled 
so far. Among the bodies which 
hhad refused to sead delegates be- 
cause of the colour bar was the 
Capetowa City Council. A num- 
ber of bodies that did their work 
largely among non-Europeans in- 
cluding the Institute of Race 
Relations, it is reported by the 
‘Cape Times,’ were sending de- 
legates. 

Distinguished people attending 
the conference were the Arch- 
bishop of Capetown, the Most 
Rey. “De. G. He Clayton, the 
Roman Catholic Archbishop of 
Capetowa, the Most Rev. Owen 
‘McCann. 
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Those bodies which have ce- 
fused to send delegates because 
of the colour bar including the 
Capetown Cnty Council, deserve 
to b: congratulated on the stand 
they have taken, 

The way Apartheid is creeping 
even in matters of education and 
health is really shocking. South 
Africa is cettaimly in for datk 
days unless the European it 
telligentsia courageously and 
determinedly put thelr foot 
down on these matters, In 
this regard it is regrettable to 
note that seventeen African stu- 
dents who have been granted 
bursaries by the Government ia 
the newly opened Wentworth 
Medical School have been re- 
quired to sign a witnessed and 
dated agreemeat that they under~ 
take to exercise their profession 
only among non-Europeans and 
so areas approved by the Govera- 
ment. Is this not also the thin 
end of the wedge of Apartheid to 
which the University has be- 
come a party? 

The protest voiced by the Na- 
nal Union of South African 
Students against this is heartening. 
It bas strongly criticised the com- 
pelling of holders of bursaries to 
limit their practice after qualifica- 
tion to theit own areas and their 
‘own people.

Me, Gandhi refused to give 
(Mr, Tyzon his name and said he 
intended remaining in the reading 
room until he was arrested. He 
said he would give his mame at 
the charge office. 

Half sa hour later Sergeant A, 
Graham, of the City Police Force, 
went into the library abd asked 
Mr. Gandhi to accompany him 
to the office of Mr. C,H, Turner, 
the Assistant Librarian, Sergeant 
Graham took Mr. Gandhi's name 
and address and said thot .the 
matter would be referred to the 
Chiel Constable. 

Mr. Gandhi said it was his 
intention to repeat his visits to 
the library until he was arrested, 

From the City ball, Mr Gandhi 
drove to the Greyville railway 
station, He had heard that no 
fone dared even (ouch the seats 
marked “Europeans Only.” Not 
‘even little children. They were 
asked immediately to clear away. 
‘At this station there wete {wo 
beaches placed under shelter for 

Europeans whnle no shelter what 
soever was provided for the non- 
.Bnropeaas. 

Mr, Gandhisi took his seat on 
one of the benches marked “Eu 
peans only."”

‘other words, something, very like 
‘osteopathic masrage was practised 
systematically 2000 years ago. 

‘There ate different kinds of 
massage, with specialized and 
often highly technical termino- 
logy. From my point of view, 
however, it seems practical to use 
and adopt whatever can be put to 
good purpose in healing the sick, 
alleviating suffering and main 

ing good health, 

Essentially, massage consi 
subbing, kneading, tapping, roll 
ing; stretching, and pulling 
muscles and otber tissues in order 
to remove conges'ion or to stimu- 
fate action. 

Personally, 1 must favour a 
system, sometimes loosely termed 
osteopathic massage," whereby 
the muscles and other tissues 
alongside the spinal column are 
softened and made supple, This 
then allows the nervous energy 
(the peana) from the adjacent 
portions of the spinal cord, to

flow mote freely to whatever 
‘organs or parts of the body are 
supplied by that particular set of 
nerves. The result is, of course, 
2 strong impetus towards greater 
vitality, vigour, health 
Complementary to this are 
various movements adapted. from 
Swedish massage, whereby the 
whole back is thoroughly rubbed 
and loosened up. ‘The muscles 
of the neck and limbs also get 
their share of kneadiag, rubbing, 
rolliog and stretching 
Conjointly with such massage, 
usually excellent practice t 
stretch and adjust the spine and 
the joists of the limbs and feet 
Massage of the abdomeo, the 
liver ané spleea, aod other parts 
an also produce gratifying re- 
sults Massage of the two ex: 
twemities, the scalp and the feet 
alto does a great deal of good. 
Massage of the feet often has 
ae almost miraculous effect on 
the whole body. There is a good 
reason for this. Various acess 
and centres on the soles of the 
feet have a close relationship to 
specific organs aad. parts of the 
tbody. Ifthe corresponding. por- 
tion of the feet be well massaged, 
the organ or other bodily part 
concerned benefits enormously by 
feflex action. Usually the centre 
concerned is super-sensitive, and 
he practitioner who is well-versed 
in this act ean of.en. obtain valu 




















able information about the condi- 
tion of his patient feom this fact, 


Even ordinary rubbing and 
twisting and kneading of the feet 
can have extraordinary results on 
the whole system. In the first 
place, it will greatly reduce any 
tendency to be over-tense, over 
wound up. If this were 
the results would more 
than justify the trouble ken, 
Actually, however, very much 
more is really accomplished, even 
hough neither patient nor prac 
titioner may be aware of the 
fact, 














OF course, massage is essen-. 





ly an art. And, like all at 
it must be based on some guiding 
principles, while practice leads to 
perfection. Proper massage does 
not by 2ny means consist in mere 
superficial cubbing of the skin. 
On the contrary, in much of the 
best and most effective massage, 
the skin is barely rubbed at all, 
Itis the underlying tissues that 
must be worked on and ceduced 
toa state of pliability and tone. 
To doiog:so, two main general 
principles should be observed. 
‘The fiest is to rub towards the 
heart, especially when working on 
a leg or arm. One cannot go very 
{ar wrong by rubbing towards the 
heart. The blood and lymph ace 
thus urged onwards in a natueal 
direction. Oa the other band, it 
is possible, under certain circum.

L eyes were on the 
oe conference of the 
‘Natal Indian Con- 


gress held ia Durban last 
week end. ‘The people con- 
cerned were ansiousto know 
what the conference was 
going to do to tackle the 
serious problems that had 
arisen in South Africa— 
problems that were vitally 
affecting their futurd The 
time is long over due for 
action: but the conference 
was engaged most of the 
time in a wordy warfore 
and ended in it A good 
deal of ume was wasted 
in disenssing international 
affairs which had nothing 
whatsoever to do with us, 
particularly when our own 
house was on fire and 
when there were far abler 
people to deal with those 
affairs. It would certainly 
have redounded to the 
credit of the conference 
had it assisted in any way, 
in the true spirit of Ma- 
hatma Gandhi, in finding 
a solution to the problem 
of peace which the world 
is badly in need of The 
Natal Indian Congress, 
who flaunts the name of 
the Mahatma should be 
well fited for the task, 
But unhapply it seems far 
from it. 

‘The conference condemned 
the Anglo-American Bloc, 
Imperialism, the South 
African . Government and 
all those who hindered 
the cause of “democrati 
freedom." It did ‘uot how- 
ever give a dircetive as 
to how peace could be 








Hi 
brought about _ without 
going to war. The tone 
of the speeches and re- 
solutions gave one the 
impression that it cannot 
be solved without another 
war, 

A good deal of time 
was wasted too on a 
wrangle between — what 
appeared to be two 
ideologies, one representing 
the Trotskyites and the 
other the Stalinites. Both 
were tlinging mud at one 
another and neither ap- 
peared to be quite guiltless. 
It did not seem as though 
the matter had ended there. 
As if we did not have 
enough disruptive forces 
in our community, budding 
politicians, who seem to 
have nothing more useful 
to do, are trying to create 
another, Woe be to the In- 
dians in South Africa in 
particular and the non- 
Europeans in general and 
to the world if they look 
to Trotskyites and Stalinites 
to solve the problem of 
peace. Not that there is 
anything inherently wrong in 
themselves. personally but 
the principles they stand 
for are, “ends justify the 
means," in other words, no 
principles. ‘The only way 
a living peace can be 
-achieved is by following 
the path of Truth and Non- 
violence in thought word 
and deed, shown by Ma- 
hatma Gandhi both by 
precept and by practice, 

Very little time, therefore, 
was given by the conference 











“to the actual need of the 


hour—how to overcome the 
difficulties we are faced 
with in this country. ‘This 
was the thing that required 
the most careful considera- 
tion and all the diplomacy 
and tactfulness that we could 
possibly command. Bui 
that the conference seemed 
hopelessly lacking. The 
Congress is accused of 
using intemperate language. 
Tt cannot be denied that it 
did, The argument in 
favour could of course be 
adduced that there was more 
than sufficient provocation 
for it, "But that does not 
hold if the Congress claims: 
as it indeed does, t0 follow 
the path of Truth and Non. 
violence. Moreover action 
is more eloquent than 
speech, * Tact would have 
been in being boundlessly 
temperate in language and 
fierce in action, which has 
yet to be proved. When 
we say fierce in act 
mean a readiness to die 
without raising a finger 
against the opponent. Was 
the conference really and 
sincerely working in that 
spirit? We are soiry to 
have to say thar 5 
conspicuous by its absence 
at the conference and when 
it dared to raise its head it 
was promptly pressed down 
by other overpowering in- 
Nuences. 

-Very strong —resolu- 
tions were passed ‘at the 
conference on the Group 
Areas Act, Apartheid and 
the Suppression of Coi- 
munism Act—to quote only 
the most important ones 
which-are of immediate con. 
cern. The conferenca has 
not only given a directive to 
the people but has pledged 
itself not to submit to these 
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Jaws, We have no rewson 
to doubt the intelligence of 
the delegates present at the 
conference. ‘They must 

now fully the significance 
of the resolutions they have 
adopted and the pledge they 
have taken. - 

Each and every delegate 
present was bonnd by the 
pledge contained in the re- 
solutions. Accordingly any 
person (including every de 
legate present at the con- 
ference) holding a property 
in an area where the Group 
Areas Act precludes 
from doing so must not try to 
dispose of his property or 
remove himself from it but 
he should fight against the 
deprivation of and his re- 
moval from it to the point 
of not only his economic 
ruination but of his death, 
‘That would indeed be a 
heroic deed and if we can 
have but a few from our 
community who are pre- 
pared for such sacrifice our 
success is assured beyond 
the shadow of a doubt, 
‘This, however, demands life 
being taken more seriously 
by us than we are doing, 
Patriotic people during war 
time renounce the pleasures 
of life and plunged them- 
selves in the battlefield, 
‘The same rules that apply 
to military warfare apply to 
non-violent warfare, The 
rules in the lnuer case, 
however, are more rigid in 
that they demand a much 
higher moral and spirivu:d 
standard of Ilfe. Unless we 
are prepared for this, 
and we must admit we are 
a bit sceptical about it, all 
our talk is meaningless and 7 
we are doomed. What we. 
have to decide once’ for all 
is whether we shall allow 
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ourselves to be killed tike 
ruts or be prepared to die 
like men, ‘That is the ques- 
tion that should have been 
decided at the conference 
in all seriousness. ‘That 
the question that each in 
vidual must decide for him- 
seif and act accordingly.

welladvised not to say 
things merely for the sake 
of saying them and which 
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would have tio other effect 
beyond causing unneces- 
sary irritation. There are 
many things that are better 
left unsaid, particularly when 
they can do no good but 
are apt to do incalculable 
harm. Words should be 
weighed before uttering 
them and actions should be 
more eloquent than words, 
An ounce of action is better 
than tons of speech,

CITY ‘COUNCIL RULING ON NON- 
EUROPEAN LOCAL CONTROL 


THE Durban City Council has 
decided to ask the Govern 
ment to take early action to 
define the powers and responsi« 
jes of governing bodies for 
‘non-European group areas in the 
Ye . 
The Council considers that 
there powers and responsibilities 
should be 2s substantial a9 
possible, compatible with the 
abilities and experience of the 
‘respective geoups concerned, and 
the requirements of effective 
municipal administration. 


‘Such governing bodies are pro- 
vided for in the Group Areas Act 
and will fall under the supervisior 
fof the local authority. 

As a preliminary, the City 
Council has resolved to set up 
Indian 20d Coloured committee 
for liaison betweea the Counc 
and their communities. The 
objectof this is to enlist non-Euro- 
pean co-operation in the im- 
plementation of race zoning. 

The Town Clerk's department 
will co-ordinate policy in regard 
to Indian Coloured and Native 
areas with municipal administra 
tion generally. 

‘The appointment of non-Euro- 
peans (0 2 variety of positions in 
the municipal service is fore- 
shadowed by the Council having 
approved ia pridciple the ce- 
cruitment and raining of non- 
Europeans to carry out social 
‘welfare, health and administrative 
duties in non-European areas.

HOW TO DEAL WITH THE CRIME WAVE 


HHE October number of ‘The 
‘Watchman,’ the official or- 
gan of the Diocese of Johanses- 
‘burg, contains the following letter 
by the Rt. Rev. Bishop Ambrose, 
Lord Bishop of Johannesburg: 
‘The recent publication of the 
satistics of serious erime on the 
Witwatersrand, revealing as they 
do the alarming increase that has 
taken place in the fast ten years, 
cannot have passed uanoticed by 
any of us, Christizas must be 
pacticularly concerned with the 
Fitustion disclosed by these 
Figures, for the crimes to which 
they, eefer are not only offences 
agatlet the law; they are of such 
2 nature that the humaa con 
fcieoce knows that they are ia 
berently wroog. 

‘Oa the Christian view of man 
we ought sot to be surprised. that 
people wbo are living without 
God fail to contol their basic 
emotions of anges, hatred, envy, 
malice jealousy, avarice and 
greed, with the result that they 
deal violently with other human 
beings. The fact that men aud 
women are sinful is bound to 
sean that from time to time theee 
vill be outbreaks of serious er 
in aay society. But the recogei- 
tion that this is so gives aoe of 
us any excuse for acquiescing in 
the preseat disturbing situatioa, 
The danger is that, faced with 
such an alarming increase in 
erious crime, more harsh and 
mere , severe punishment will be 
demsaded for those found guilty 
of the types of crime to which 
these figures cefee and that is all 
that willbe done, % 

Surely there must be something 
wrong with 2. society which 
‘breeds criminals on such a scale 
| a8 we are doing. Ousht we not 
to turn our attention to society 
elf, and atk if, there are not 
et factors in South African 
society a3 well as buman sinful- 
ness; preventable factors which 
expote men and women to un- 
eatural atraips 200 stresses, and 
bring. temptations which are too 


























severe for some people to resist. 
T am convinced Ihat there are. 
For instance, there is the urgeat 
matter of bousiog. The present 
tendency to house more and more 
of the European population in 
fits instead of houses will, 1 
believe, in the long run prove 3 
serious menace to that healthy 
family life which is essential if 
there is to. be a substantial de- 
crease in serious crime, especially 
among young people. Many 
homes are not so much bad as 
indifferent, exercising only a 
wwegative joflueace oa the mem 
bers of the family, with little or 
BO respect or control.

Indians are surrounded by 
all kinds of cestrictions, 
Whatever may appear on the 
surface it hos béen proved by 
eminent research workers that 
over seventy per cent of our 
people are living below bread 
line.

Find House Posts 
The Transvaal Provincial Ad 
ministration has ageeed to certaia 
proposals which will enable three 
xnon European doctors to take up 
hhouse posts at the Baragwanath 
Hospital, Johaonesburg. They 
will be paid at che rate of fours 
fifths of the salary of European 
doctors. This means that the 
three Indian doctors, who! were 
unable ta find house jobs—a pree 
requisite for admission (0. the 
medical register—wil be able to 
start work, Two of them have 
ateady | apilied for. vacancies 
third receatly found a post 
2 the Bridgman Memorial Hos 
pital, which is not run by the 
provincial authorities, ‘The Ine 
dians graduated several month 
ago but were debarred from 
working at Baragwanath—al- 
though it is for non-European 
patients — beesuse European nur 
ses would have had to take ine 
steuetions from them. The medi 
sal superintendent of Barapwae 
sath, De. J. D. Allen, and the 
president of the South African 
‘Medical and Dental Counicit, Pro- 
fesssor S. F. Oosthuizen, have 
fied 10 find them appointments 
and, have mode certain sugges, 
tion’ ta. the Johannesburg Hos 
pital Board, The boaed approved 
the suggestions and put them bee 
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fore the Provincial Administra- 
tion, which has now authorised 
the appointments. Dr, Alea re~ 
ported that it would be possible 
to employ the Indian doctors ia 
the casualty department and 10 
provide them with restroom and 
cloakcoom facilities, separate from 
the European doctors. They 
would also have to live out, but 
would receive a living-out allow- 
ance. A non-European sister 
would be put in the casualty 
department. The new atrange- 
ment is temporary, The posts 
will be available for 12 ‘months, 
while the Board “goes into the 
whole question.” Dr, Ke Fe 
Mills, medical superintendent of 
the Johannesburg General Hos- 
pital, who discussed the position 
with the Provincial authorities, 
says the new scheme is “strictly 
in accordance with the Board's 
policy.” It is understood that, 
from be end of this year, four of 
five posts for non-uropeans. will 
ako be made available at King 
Bdward Hospital, Durban.

“The only exceptions to this rule 
ate uou-European Officers or 
secvants of the Council or any 
sevant of sny European who 
eater the library engaged in the 
perforesance of their duties. The 
Librarian may, however “in his 
discretion grant permission toa 
ou-Buropeaa to eater such 2 
library for the purpose of avail- 
ing himself of the facilities there- 
fof or for any such purpose upon 
conditions as he may deem 
Sinfladly fo the Brooke 
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Steet Library Europeans are de- 
barred entey. 


Election Will Be Fought On 
Colour Issue 
Mr. S. P.le Roux, Minister of 
Agriculture, told a meetiog at 
Oudtshoorn recently that the aext 
general electioa would be fought 
00 the Colour issue, and it was 
necessary for the Nasionale Party 
to be returned if South Africa's 
future was to be assured for its 
White races, If the Goverament 
did not get a mandate to carry 
into effect its policy of separation 
of White and Coloured, he pre- 
dicted that the White people 
would be forced to evacuate the 
country—as the English had to 
eave India and the Dutch had 
to leave Indonesia, Me. le Roux 
told the meeting, states a Sapa 
message, that the Torch Com- 
mando, which was at the moment 
leading the United Party, was a 
strong liberal force which did 
not recognise any race boundaries. 
If the Nationalists were allowed 
(o remain in office it would have 
South Affica made self-sup- 
porting in aay future war. He 
said that at his instigation “a 
phosptates compasy with a 
capital of £2,000,000 vias’ being 
formed in the Transvaal.

Separate Representation 
Of Voters Act 
The test case against the 
Separate Representation of Voters 
‘Act 10 test the validity of that 
Act was dismissed with costs by 





three judges in the Supreme 
Court, Capetown, on October 
26. The case will now 


go to the Appellate Division, 
"This court is precluded from 
inquiring into the validity of the 
Act,"" said the Judge-President 
(Mic, Justice de Villiers.) This 
was in view of the Appellate 
Division's decision in the case of 
Nilwana y. Hofmeyr in 1937, 
Mr. Justice Newton Thompson 
and Mr. Justice Steyn also held 
that the Appellate Division's de- 
cision in the other cate pre- 
cluded the Court from questioning 
the validity of the Act. The pre- 
cite meaning of ‘Parliament’ and 
the true interpretation of the 
Statute of Westminister, said the 
learned Judges, could be deter- 


mined only by the Appellate 
Division, 








Mr. Justice Newton Thomp- 
son said that an Act was 
proved by the mere production 
of the printed form published by 
the proper authority, The Re- 
presentation of Natives Act of 
1936 (which was tested in the 
Ndlwana case) aude alterations 
he registeation of Native voters 
similar to those made by the 
Separate Representation of Voters 
Act in the registration of Coloured 
voters. The Appellate Division's 
decision was given by three 
judges, who thereafter succes- 
sively became Chief Justice of 
the Union, and by Sit Etienne de 
Villiers, aio a very distinguished 
judge. Each Act bad been duly 
promulgated and printed and 
published by the proper authority. 
‘The Appellate Division having 
decided that the validity of the 
1936 Act could not be questioned 
ina court this court was bound 
to decide that it could not ques 
tion the validity of the 1951 
Act.

Effect Of Proclamation 

Aa explanatory statement, 
issued by the chairman of the 
Land Teoure Advisory Boxed

Star” (Johannesburg) writes the

plaints of their spokesmen at 
Uno. The explanation is not to 
‘be found in the large ournber of 
Exstera and other non-European 
members of the United Nations 
who have taken sides with the 
Indians because of hostility to 
wr South Africa, America 
and other Westera count

South Africa in its auitude on 
the Indian question has been im- 
paled on the borns of a dilemma 
which bas become accentuated by 
the present Government's poli- 
cies.

On three occasions I linve 
boarded a Durban municipal bus 
and taken a seat in the lower 
deck where noa-Europeans ace 
not allowed. On two eccasions 
I vas accompanied by my wife to 
the library and on the bus and on 
one oceasion by my daughter as 
well to the library. No action 
has been taken so far against any 
of us. 

"The Durban City Council has 
recently passed a new by-law that 
the Municipal library at the City 
Hillis solely’ and exclusively for 
Europtsas asd 0 non-Europésn 
is permitted to enter it and the 
fibrary recently Opened by the 
Municipality at Brook Street is 
solely and exclusively for, non- 
Europeans and no Europtan is 
permitted to enter it. This is in 
terms of the plans of the Gavern- 
‘ment to effect total apartheid. 

“Toe fact that the authorities 
are s0 hesitant to prosecute me 
for my deliberate breach of the 
by-Lams gives one the impression 
that they are not sure of theit 





ground. Tam however convinced 
that it is unjust and immmoral to 
make any distinction between man 
and man based on race or colout 
and I am therefore determined 
not to submit to it. 


“Far be it from me to desire by 
this action of mine to antagonise 
the European public whose moral 
sympathy and support I crave. 
They need not labour vader the 
fear that if such restrictions were 
removed the public library or 
such other public institutions 
would be flooded with non-Eurd- 
peans, That has not happened 
all these years and it éannot now 
hhappen if the authorities would 
coaly realise that they have not 
only to minisier to the needs of 
wo and three quarter safltion 
White people but also of ten 
million non-White. If all are 
equally provided for, as they 
should, and mo barriers are 
raised to wound the suscepti 
fides of anyone, they will find 
‘the non-White people to be most 
law-abiding as they have always 
been, 

“If the authorities choose to 
leave me alone as they seem to do 
my campaign will not end there, 
T shall contioue it in one form 
for another until the cause for

We Lack 


HERE is unfortun- 
ately a tendency 
amongst us Indians 
+0 become panicky no soon- 
erwe hear of a legislation 
to be enacted restricting 
our rights in this country. 
Each one tries ,_ his 
uunost to safeguard 
own interests irrespective 
of what happens to his 
other brethren, That has 
happened in regard to the 
threat we recently had of 
the Immigration law being 
amended so as to prevent 
Indians born and domiciled 
in South Africa going to 
‘get married to women who 
have no right in South 
Africa. Beyond the daily 
Press reports that the 
authorities were contem- 
plating introducing legisla- 
tion in the next session of 
Parliament and an unofficial 
denial of the fact, nothing 
has so far been officially 
known in regard to the 
matter. But those of our 
brethren who are interested 
have already begun to act 
to safeguard their own in- 
terests by rushing to get 
their children married, 
“This is an act of indiscipline 
‘so. characteristic of our 
people, we are unhappy to 
shave to confess, Why 
‘should we not think a little 
ahead, of those who are not 
able, owing to unfavourable 
circumstances, to safeguard 
their imerests. Have we 
not to think of them and to 
stand by them and to re- 
coneile ourselves to the fact 
that what will happen to

the others will happen to 
us, and that if others are 
not as fortunately circum- 
stanced as we ate whit 
right have we to enjoy what 
they are denied? ‘That 
should really be the attitude 
of all human beings in their 
private lives but much more 
so in public life where the 
community as whole is to 
be affected. 

Take for instance a ship 
that is about to sink. How 
would it be if each indi 
dual were just to. think of 
his or her own life no. mat- 
ter what happened to the 
rest and would begin to act 
in an undi 
That 1s precisely how we 
are situated in South Africa 
today and our only one 
resolve should be to sink 
or swim together. We must 
voluntarily deny ourselves 
what others are denied 
through unfavourable cir- 
cumstances and be helpful 
to one another and stand 
together. 

We have much to learn 
from the White people 
before we can claim equality 
with them. They have 
many vices, But itis their 
virwes that have helped 
them to survive and the 
greatest of them is dis- 
cipline and a civic sen 
The ‘wo White races 
South Afr 
and the: Afrikanér—are at 
loggerheads and yet what 
tremendous efforts are be- 
ing made by them to stand 
together. Buc on what to 
them are vital matters, such 














‘a—the English | 


as, for instance, the treat- 
ment of the non-White 
people, they are one. On 
principle they are all agreed. 
‘Their differences are only on 
matters of detail which will 
not take them long to te- 
solve in the time of a crisis. 

The tendency among us 
is to copy the vices of the 
White people but not the 
virtues. It is a human 








weakness. But we must dis- 
cipline ourselves to over- 
come that weakness and 
begin to concentrate only 
fon their virtues and carn- 
estly endeavour to imbibe 
them, Then and only then 
shall we be able to justify 
our claim for equal treat- 
ment in this country and 
our worthiness as In- 
dians,

“This unhappy and 
dangerous situation has been 
brought about by legislation over 
the course of years which tends 
to the rigid divisions of the pop! 
lation into social classes with 
unequal rights and privileges, 
and the relegation of the non 
European population to a position 
of permanent inferiority. 
Cries of “Rubbish 'shame"* and 
“Nonsense” interrupted Bishop. 
B. W. Peaty of Constatia, when 
‘be spoke on the goodwill of the 
Government behiad their recent 
legislation affecting the Coloured 
people. Bisbop Peacy was pro- 
Posing an amendment to Bishop 
Levis's “resolution. "A large 
umber ef people have failed to 
Fecogaise the sigs of a new era 
and of new hope which bas been 
erected by the special legislation 
fo which Bishop Lavis has re- 
ferred, observed Bishop Pescey. 
There was 2 derisive Ibughter

A YOUNG Johaonesburg Indian 
who because of wactime de-

CASE UNDER GROUP AREAS ACT 
A SUPREME COURT JUDGMENT 


N INTERESTING judgment 

under the Group Areas Act 
was givea ia the Supreme Court 
Pretoria on November 19, by Mr.

‘The roatter was then takea on 
review, the applicant's contention 
being that it was not lawful for

referendum of all inhabitaats of 
the City" should be held appear 
tobe impracticable, because, (C0

of the persons entitled to vote 
thereon." The Congress address 
ed the following leter to the 
Mayor: “We are pleased to note 
kat you do not reject the prin- 
ciple of a referendum as proposed 
by us. However, you contend 
that it would not be possible to 
bold the ceferendum az thereie 
pat an official list of all persons 
ided to vote. We submit that 
is unreasonable to set aside the 
question en the ground that all 
petsons are not officially listed. 
“There is alist of European 
voters. But through fo fault of 
theic own, the son-Europeans are 
ot included in it, We are of 
the opinion that the matter is 
sufficiently important for the 
City Council 10 embark imme- 
diately upon the compilation of a 
list. The Council considered 
the implementation of the Act of 
such importance that it appointed 
2 special committee of experts, 
who bave worked en plans for

the most elementary principle of 
democracy demands that the wi 
of these people be ascertained. 














Non-European Transport 
Cri 
Jo a Press Statement the Natal 
Indian Congress states: The 
possibility of the complete col- 
lapse of all passenger transport 
services operated in Durban by 
non Europeans within a matter of 
months emphasises the neglect of 
the authorities in dealing with 
this vital question, The Natal 
Indian Congress, realising the 
pending crisis, called a confe- 
Feoce of 24 organisations in 
March this year at whieh dele- 
gates representing over 30,000 
members advocated subsidisation 
by the Government and emplay- 
ers of labour to meet the in- 
creased costs of runing the 
cxisting transport services, We 
reiterate that that is the only 
practical solution. The non-Euros 
san people, forced to live away 
from their places of work through 
the enforcement of the policy of 
segregation, cannot afford to pay 
even the Id. increase that is being 
asked for by bus owners. The 
high cost of living makes it im- 
possible for nou-Europeans to 
meet any additional costs ia trans- 
ort on their preseat wages. . Ia- 
stead of regarding the transport 
question as an urgeot one and 
instead of taking immediate steps 
to end the chaos that exists at the 
Victoria Street bus terminus, the 
Durban City Council haz merely 
shelved these issues, And now 
Technical Sub-Committee bas 
come out with plans which, if put 
into operation, will hit the non 
Europeans very hard even io the 
field of transport. The White 
authorities in the Usion are not 
even prepared to pay for the 
luxury of apartheid by making 
transport available for those who 
are victims of this policy, The 
noa-European transport services, 
which have had to step in where 
the Couneil has shown criminal 
neglect, must now be liberally 
subsidised by the authorities, if 
Durban is to prevent a complete 
collopse of all present services,

Mr, Clements Kadalle, general 
secretary of the Industrial ond 
Commercial Workers" Union, 
died in East London, on Wednes~ 
day night, November 28, at the 
age of 58, Born in Nyasaland, 
Mr. Kadalie started the Industrial 
and Commercial Workers’ Union 
in Cape Town soon after his 
arcival ia South Afriea at the age 
of 19, In 1924 he opened a 
branch of the 1.C.W.U. in East 
London, and later in Johannes- 
burg and other centres, He 
settled ia East London with his 
wife and family io 1930. A few 
years later he organised 2 success- 
ful strike of domestic seivants in 
East London. Some time ago he 
completed his awobiography, 
which be called “My Labour for 
Africa." ‘This month Mr. Kada 
lie aed bis wife returned from a 
visit to his heme, Chinteche, in 
Nyasaland, He took seriously ill 
and died of sugar diabetes, He 
leaves 2 widow and five children 
to moura their sad and tragic loss. 
One of his sont 22 year-old Vic~ 
tor, is a second-year medical 
student at St. Andrews, Scotland, 
and another son, Alec, isa clergy- 
man ia the Cape.

month there were 49 deaths, 
and in September, 29. Com- 
menting on this, the chair 
man of the Public Health 
Committee, Councillor 
Frank Cheek, is reported 
by the ‘Natal Mercury’ to 
have said: “The problem of 
supplying some complete 
form of sewerage in the 
Cato Manor area appears 
to be insoluble. “Until 
we can disperse the 
or provide alter- 
ng, we can only 
do our best to take water- 
borne sewerage to those 
parts where it is possible to 
build communal lavatories. 
‘sIt may be possible in places 
to introduce removal ser- 
ices. In some parts we 
can dig pits, but in others 
wwe eanni 
This is x typical example 
of how non-Europeans are 
allowed to live. One never 
hears of Europeans having 
to live in such conditions. 
The reason is quite clear 
We have a White Govern- 
ment who is ‘concerned 
about the interests of the 
White people only.

The followiog is the text of 
the letter sent to the Prime 
‘Minister by Mr. Maailal Gandhi. 
‘Sity—T_ take the liberty co res- 
pectfully inform yeu that in ac- 
th ray decision, which 
1 have conveyed to you eatliee, 
to actively oppose the apartheid 
luws and to suffer the penalty for 
doing s0, T now propose to go 10 
Bloemfontein to attend the con- 
ference of the Africin National 
Congress which meets ou the 15th 
of this mooth. Thus I shall be 
leaving Durban by teain at 8 p.m. 
on Friday December 14, and shall 
enter the Orange Free State with> 
out a permit. I need hardly tell 
you bow it paios me to have to 
ely the law of the Igad but 1 am 
compelled to do so in obrdience 
with the higher law of God 
which all tumaa beings are 
enjoined to obey and to re- 
gulate their lives accordingly. 
I wish te assure you that there is 
not the slightest spirit of bravado 
in the step I bave been impelled 
to take. It is taken in a spirit of 
fhurmiluy acd prayer that my men- 
tal and physical sufferings may 
awaken the conscience of your 
Goveccment to treat all humae 
beings, irrespective of their race 
‘of colour, 
‘My protést is not only against 
the apartheid laws but also against 
the way ia which the suppresion 
of Communism Act is being ad- 
ministered, whieh bas beea adver- 
sely criticised by all thinking 
people of South Afcica.", 
Poisoning The Minds Of 
Students 
‘The first people to suffer if in- 
dustrial barriers were 
Natives or the colour bar re- 
moved, would be the Afrikaners, 
a student chaplain of the Neder- 
dujis Hervormde of Gerefor- 
mecerde Kerk, Dr. J. A van Wyk, 
last week told a group of students 
who are studying Native condi- 
tions in Johaonesburg.

We are living in a state of flux 
and attitudes are chaoging dai 
Generalising, while taking into 
account traditions and back- 
grounds, Dr. van Wyk said the 
Afcikaner was generally mote 
conservative and the Engliah- 
speaking person more liberal in 
their attitude to the Native, He 
referted to aparthrid as an ideal 
usder which Natives would bave 
‘own government, courts and 
police and public services. He 
said many people considered it 
impractical and the problem was 
how far the object of apartheid 
should be taken, “The role tbe 
Native is playing in industry is a0 
important factor.” he said, 
“There bas been far coo much 
talk about this thing and we have 
done too little study." Dr, van 
‘Wyk concluded.”

‘The Heidelberg School Board 
decided unanimously last week 
to ask the Department of Edu- 
cation not to appoint any more 
European teachers to Native, 
Jadian and Coloured schools in 
the Traosyasl, The Board felt 
that a great wrong was being 
done in that the interests of In 
dian, Coloured and Native child- 
en were being served at the cost 
of European children. The out- 
come of the appointment of Euro- 
pean teachers. fo non-European 
schools was that European echools 
had to make use of temporary 
teachers, The Board decided to

Immorality Act 


‘The defination of a non-Euro- 
Pean in the Immorality Act was 
40 framed that there-must be & 
great number of people wbo 
could not be proved to be cither 
European or non-European, the 
Appeal Court in Bloemfon 
tein, sai last week in 
allowing the appeal of Neville 
Elérid Bryant Ormonde, 2 Euro- 
pean and Dorothy Jubelin, as 
alleged Coloured women. Or- 
monde and Jubelin, who lived 
together in Capetown, had been 
convicted woder the Act and were 
ach sentenced to theee months’ 
imprisonment suspeaded for three 
years. He said that since bis 
marriage he bad token bis wife to 
Europesn cafes and other places 
reserved for Europeans, The 
Appeal Court held that to obtain 
a conviction, rhe Crown bad to 
Prove positively that Jubelin was 
a non-European in terms of the 
definition of that word in the Act. 
‘The impression that one got from 
the evidence was that au observer 
who bad nothing” more than 
Jubelia’s appearance to go by 
would have been left in doubt 
whether she mas European ot 
non-Europeat ‘That fell short 
of the test imposed by the Act. 
‘The conviction and. seateace 
‘would, therefore, be set aside.

MY VISIT TO 


BLOEMFONTEIN 


By MANILAL GANDHI 


Phoenix, before 1 commen- 
ced my journey, to. make* 
sure whether I was leaving. 
for the Orange Free State, 

“The train was late by an 
hour-and-a-half and we 
arrived at Bloemfontein at 
5 pm. 

Lwas surrounded by Press 
men and camera men, who 
asked me if T was going to 
break any laws in Bloem- 
fontein, 1 toldsthem I had 
already done so by entering 
without a permit, Bur they 
were eager to know whether 
T would break any apart 
heid laws in Bloemfontein 
as" had done in Durban, 1 
told them Thad come only 
to attend the Congress of the 
African National"Congress 
and that whut I had already. 
done was incidental, I did 
not propose to breals a 
apartheid laws here. But’ 
two minutes later happen- 
ed to do so unconciously. 1 
was cfossing over the ra 
way bridge leading to the 
exit, with scores of other 
passengers, without the 
slightest notion that { was 
committing a grave erime. 
I ‘was surprised to see the 
camera men in front of me 
vwyeing with ‘one another to 
snap me, and the Euro. 
peans passing by murm 
ing, “this is that fellow 
Gandhi," Bloemfontein is 
of course a hot bed of am 
non-Europeans. ‘The very 
sight of a non-European 
is offensive to the general 
European public, As | came 
down the bridge, to my sur- 
prise, I wns accosted by a 
Police officer: *V'our name 
and address please!” he 
































asked. “What is all thi 
for?” I asked surprising- 
ly "Did you not know 
that you bad no. right 
to use this bridge?” he said. 
“Ts that so?" | queried with 
a shock, “*T must admit | 
was not aware of the fact 
but now thar 1 am I shall 
certainly do it again.” ‘The 
Volice officer said he was 
not concerned, about that 
and he took my name and 
my permanent home add- 
ress [shall be awaiting a 
summons as tam still await- 
@ summonses for the 
breaches I have already 
committed. 

T found that in Bloemfon- 
tein it was easy to commit 4 














ha 
breachofthe ofapartheid laws 
without coming into conflict 
with the European public. 
My self-respect wae deeply 
wounded to find.that one 
may not even use a public 
thoroughfare, because of the 
colour of one’s skin It was 
athing {could nor tolerate 
and though 1 had told 
the Press that I did 
not propose to commit a 
breach of any apartheid 
Jaws there, 1 found that | 
would be obliged to do so 
in the course of my move- 
ments, if Lavished to m 
tain my sense of self-respect. 

From the station [was 
taken in a taxi to the Native 
location, where the Confer- 
ence was sitting. The whole 
place was in darkness, The 
Municipality evidently. did: 
not not deem it necessary to 
provide the people living in 
the location withstreetlights. 

Accommodation was made 
for me ina home’ of a. res- 
































pectable but poor African 
family, The only lights in 
their house were candles. 
A poor sort of a lavatory 
was there with no sewerage 
system. ‘The night soil, I 
was told, was cleared once 
in two or three days. There 
was no water laid in the 
house. There were com- 
munal taps here and there 
from where water had 
to be fetched. I had come 
after a very long and tire- 
some journey and felt very 
dirty with all the coal dust 
from the gngine coming 
imo our compartment, 1 
could not possibly have 
been able to sleep com 

fortably without a bath, 1 
was intent upon having 
it some how or other. So 
J examined all the nooks 
and corners of their back 
yard. My hosts were 
of course anxious and 
willing to give me all the 
comlorts it was possible 
for them to give, So they 
fetched a zink tub and 
placed it in their wood and 
coal room and got a bucket 
full of water from the 
communal tap. It was 
nearly midnight, since on 
my arrival [as taken dircet 
to the place where the con 
ference was sitting. The 
very kind and generous 
hosts placed at my disposal 
their living room, which yy 
their best room, and pro- 
vided me with avery com. 
fortable and clean bed. «[~ 
had anight’srestas good as! 























could have expected to have 
in the finest hotel. 1 insise-

1g the food they 
ate-and so it was a plate of 
mealiemeal porridge and 
‘mille or jam and bread: and 
butter for breakfast and an 














age drink, since I did-not 
take any tea or coffee. For 
lunch [ had boiled vege- 
ables, salad, and bread ayd 
butter. They had meat but 
| was a strict vegetarian, 
For supper I took mealie 
meal porridge with milk or 
jam and an orange drink 
which sufficed me. 11 
o'clock tea and refreshments 
and qo'elock toa and re- 
freshments which are the es- 
sential items of all our con- 
ferences were conspicuous 
by their absence, which 
proved that this was really 
and truly a conference of 
the poor people. 

During the day | looked 
round the location, Just on 
the outskirts of the location 
were factories already in 
existence for some time and 
others in the course of erec+ 
tion. In the location they- 
had their church, their com- 
munal halls, their Y.NkC.A. 
But their living conditions 
were dreadful. Civic ameni- 
ties and other municipal 
services were conspicuous 
by their absence, Roads 
were Yike country roads. 
One just wondered what 
their condition would be in 
rainy season with no drains, 
At night one had to have 
a torch, which is naturally 
an expensive luxury for 
these poor people, or to 
feel one’s way. 

‘Those who resided in the 
location, 1 was told, were 
given « plot of ground on 
which they erected their 
own house and paid the 
Municipality 105, rent per 
month and, of course, in 
addition every adult _male 
was liable to pay £1 poll 
tax annually, With all that 
it should of course be re- 
membered that there is no 














security of tenure whatso- 


ever for these people, who 
could be shifted from their 
present place whenever and 
wherever it may please the 
authorities, When one com- 
pared these conditions with 
the beautifal homes of the 


INDIAN © 


Europeans. provided with 
all the municipal sérvices 
and all the civic amenities 
they could desire one won- 
dered how it was possible 
for the Europearis to live 
and enjoy all the comforts 
of life with any semblance 
of a clear conscience. It 
seemed as though they 
had no conscience at all. 
And yet they professed 
to be true Christians. God 
was certainly not in their 
homes. He was in the 
homes of these poor neg~ 
lected, despised and ex- 
ploited human beings. Only 
that in their ignorance these 
people did not feel His 
presence and there was 
nobody to give them hope 
and encouragement and to 
show them the way to see 
and to feel His presence. 

lt gave me a vivid idea of 
what the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment’s conception of 
Apartheid was, ‘They say 
the non-Europeans must be 
allowed to live and to deve- 
lop on their own ine’, that 
they must, be given com- 
plete freedom in their own 
areas, that they must conduct 
theirown affairs. Yes, indeed, 
and so they have their mayor 
andadvisory board, but with 
what powers heaven alone 
knows. They did not seem 
to enjoy any powers. To 
stew in their own juice and 
toremain poverty stricken, s0 
that the factories standing 
Justin their door front cold 
be supplied with cheap 
labour was ‘their inevitable 
Jot! 


























‘These people may only 
trade within the location, 
‘They dare not even be seen 
hawking in town. Some of 
them work in European 
hotels and as domestic ser- 
vants having to be satisfied 
with any wages they get. 
‘The standard of wages is 
based on the colour of ch 
skin, not on their efficiency. 
Where there was competi- 
tion between the European 
and the non-European, there 














the Jaws were, of course, 
0 made that the non-Furo- 
pean whether or not he was 
efficient for the work he wa: 
supposed todo hadto be paid 
the same as the White’man, 
so that the employer was 
obliged to take the more 
efficient White man, 

How long do the White 
rulers of this country expect 
these people to tolerate 
such conditions? And on 
top of it all, since the Gov- 
ernment has no respect for 
these people how could one 
blame the Government offi- 
cials in all departments and 
the unthinking and uncul- 
tured White public to treat 
them with any respect? So 
these poor people are kicked 
from pillar topost by every: 
one, 

To quote justone instance, 
I sent a young African 
student of Fort Hare Col- 
lege, who was living in the 
same home where I was 
accommodated, to the tail 
way station to book my seat 
and to convert my third 
class ticket to a “second 
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class one. When he first 
went he was told to come 
Inter. When he went the 
second time he was told by 
the man in charge that 
his time was up and 
was just going of 
duty, The next one in 
charge told him to come 
later. Then the third time 
he went to convert the 
ticket an hour or so before 
the train was due to leave, 
‘The person in charge refused 
to convert the” ticket ‘for 
reasons best known to him, 
self. I had to have the ticket 
converted on the train. 

Thad stated above that | 
would be obliged to commit 
a breach of the apartheid 
laws in the course of my 
movements. Accordingly ast 
Wwas going to catch my 
train I intentionally walked 
in through the entrance 
meant for Europeans only, 
which of course was themain 
entrance, and went over the 
bridge with railway officials 
gazing at me. Thus ended 
my visit to Bloemfontein. 1 
hope next week to deal with 
the conference.

Since 
J was actively opposing the 
Apartheid laws I felt this to 
be an opportune oecasion 
to do so indiréctly by enter- 
ing the Orange Free State 
without a permit which no 
Indian is allowed to do. 1 
felt at the same time that I 
can direetly attack the Prov 
vincial barriers which deny 
Indians the right of freedom 
of movement and isolate a - 
very large section of the’ 
Indian population in Natal 





If the Provi barriers 

were removed and Ine : 
who form barely two and a 
half per ceut of the Union 
population were allowed to 
spread out they would cease 
to be a problem. 

As I traverse this vast spar- 
sely populated country I 
could not help feeling how 
foolish and gregdy we human 
beings are that we are 
Rot contented with all what 
God has blessed us with.

The reason is that the two 
patties to the discussions ate still 
insisting on putting the cart 
before the horse, The tremens 
dous arms race that is now going 
on—to the great detriment of the 
people of all the countries cone 
cemmed—is not-a thing that has 
sprung out of the blue without 
cause and without purpose. Tt 
is the dicect result of the feat 
and mutual hostility between 
East and West; a symptom and 
not the disease itself. You 
‘could, in fact, compare it to the 
rash in smallpox. 

Doctors do not set out to seat 
‘the rash in smallpox; they teat the 











disease. Just so there is mo there is 
tno hope for world peace m trying 
to reduce stmaments. What is 
needed is 3 reduce the tensions 
and hostilities that have coused 
the arms race. Then the arma- 
ments will fade away automa 
cally. 

Te may even be 2 good things 
when the well méaning Dr, Necvo 
gives up and the Paris talks 
formally break down. For even 
on the basis of treating the 
symptoms they are doing more 
harm than good, What is indeed 
happening is that both sides are 
using them very largely for pro- 
Paganda purposes. Russia, for 
‘example, puts up a proposal that 
she knows very well the West 
canpot accept, and when the 
Western Powers reject it ealls on 
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the world to observe that they 
are really war-mongers at heart, 
‘The Western Powers then re- 
taliate by making a proposal 
that the Russians cannot possibly 
accept, and when it is refused, 
point out that this is just another 
example of Communist wicked- 
ess. This game has its amusing. 
side, ever though the istues ine 
volved are far more amusing; but 
it gets nobody anywhere at all— 
in fact, actually increases the bad 
feeling of which there is already 
‘more then enough. ‘The sooner, 
therefore, that these talks stop 
the better. 

‘Then it may be possible for _ 
Mr. Churchill, and pethaps Mr. 
Eden, 100, to ‘propose sometiting 
that will go 10 the root of the 
disease.
